so comparatively rare that It Is im- 
possible to suggest that preventive 
Jwork should have been taken In hand 
Hong ago, but in view of the extens 
sive damage done ell round, it is to 
be anticipated that steps ‘will be 
taken in the future if not to eradicate 
all danger, at least to minimize it as 
far as possible. ‘The allocation of 
{$48,000,000 for repairs ‘and eeplace- 
ments ‘in the Mooded areas suggests 
that with the money being imme- 
diately available the work of repalr- 
jing the.damage will not only serve 
to restore things as they were, but 
to provide employment for the many 
{thousands whomay have been thrown 
lout of employment, at least for the 
lime being, by these foods. 
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PROGRESS IN SINO-JAPAN CONSULATIONS 


No Agreement But Better Appreciation: Joint 
Statement Issued: Moscow Denies Pact Allegation 


Nanking, Mar. 19. 

‘The following Joint communiqué 
approved by the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs and. the Japanese Embassy, 
‘was issued this afternoon: 

“With reference to the question of 
readjusting Sino-Japanese. relations, 
Gen. Chang Chun, Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, and Mr. Hachiro Arita, 
Japanese Ambassador to China, had 
fe serles of four talks in the Waichlao~ 
pu between March 10 and 19. Each 
conversation lasted from 2% to 3 
hours, nobody else being present be- 
sides "the two diplomats. ‘The con- 
versations were in the nature of an 
informal exchange of opinions, both 
expressing thelr frank views in'a free 
end sincere manner. 

As the object of tho parleys was to 
facilitato, the satisfactory progress of 
future negotiations for readjusting 
Sino-Japanese relations, no definite 
procedure had been arranged, nor was 
the scope of discussion. limited to 
any particular sublects, All questions 
concerning the relations between the 
two countries were discussed and no 
attempt was made to reach any con- 
clusions. 

“The talks were conducted in a most 
friendly atmosphere throughout the 
four days and ended at 4.30 o'clock 
this (Thursday) aflernoon, as pre- 
viously arranged Although a com= 
plete agreement on all points hae 
not yet been achieved, the parleys 
may be considered to be very helpful 
towards producing a better apprecia~ 
tion of each other's points of view."—

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REORGANIZATION 
* March 24. 

Two years ago General Chiang 
Kai-shek inaugurated the New Life 
Movement. Just a month ago, 
reviewing the achievements of the; 
movement during the past twelve| 
months, General Chiang Kai-shek 
severely criticized the results| 
recorded, He guarded himself’ 
against “ungrateful criticism”: but) 
he gave it as his own personal im~ 
pression that the second year of the 
movement had not produced results| 
comparable with those of the first. 
It is understood that, as President 
of the Executive Yuan, General 
Chiang Kai-shek has put the full 
weight of the Government behind 
a reorganization which is designed 
to place the movement on a firm 
basis. Among the proposals arc 
the climination of non-essentials 
from the programme in order to get. 
down to the realities of the needs 
of the people. This should have a 
double advantage. It will enable 
the movement to bid for popular’ 
support and it will also vid it of 
those embarrassing activities which 
have exposed it from time to time 
to ridicule and resentment, The 
basic idea of the New Life Move- 
ment when it started was to im- 
prove the morale of the people, to 
find a common ground for govern~ 
ment and governed to work toward 
national solidarity. Like all move 
ments in thelr infancy, however, it 
attracted the enthusiasm of too- 
zealous social reformers whose dis- 
ctimination between harmful vice 
and frivolous behaviour was not 
suMeiently acute, Hence came 
those difflculties when, for example, 
devotees of the movement attempted | 
to dictate women’s fashions, to 
come down with a heavy hand on 
amusements and the like, General 
Chiang Kal-shek has rightly 
eliminated these distractions: he has 
reduced the social reform pro- 
gramme to the simpler definitions: 
of “cleanliness” and “orderliness” 
and, starting from that point, is pro- 
posing to reorganize with  cirict 
regard to the requirements of 
national economy, 


‘Success in developing a national 
‘movement depends on the extent 
to which it can command the 
voluntary enthusiasm of the people. 
Reform ‘imposed from above can 
have but limited appeal and limited 
scope, General Chiang Kai-shek’ 
recent declaration of his determina. 
tion to deal with corruption has been 
reinforced by departmental orders 
and by reference of the subject to 
the Control Yuan. ‘Therein the Gov- 
ernment recognizes the importance 
of meeting the natural objection of 
the people to a reform movement 
which, demanding virtue from the 
masses, fails to take into account 
the misdoing of the government's: 
own servants. On this point 
General Chiang Kai-shek is known, 
to have exceptionally strong views. 
He is right: the peasant and farmer 
sigh for good government by which 
they invariably mean freedom from 
iMlegal exactions at the hands of 
oMcialdom. General Chiang Kai- 
shek's military reforms have already 
gone a long way in establishing con 
fidence in his policy in this respect. 
Bofore he had taken the Army in 
hand, the idiosyncrasies of “sedan- 
chair” generals and the depreda~ 
tions of ill-disciplined soldiery had 
created a feeling of despair which 
made any thought of co-operation, 
between the Government and the 
people entirely fantastic. The Gov- 
ernment, it was held, had the task 
of governing: the people had to be 
governed, The notion that the Gov- 
ernment had to justify. itself by 
solleitude for the welfare of. the 
people, so that the people in their 
turn could give the Government the 
support it deserved, seldom seemed 
to be entertained. ‘There Is still 
much to be done before this 
ignorance and obscurantism can be 
entirely eradicated, but General 




















of the direction in which the Gov-' ments 


‘ernment’s efforts should be taken. 

The problem-of rural rehabilla- 
tion has been put in the forefront 
of the programme. The Govern- 
ment, through the National Economic 
‘Council, has ample data. By train- 
Ing up workers under the New Life 
‘Movement to give impetus to pro- 
vinelal activities for the improve- 
‘ment of the lot of the farmer, the 
creation of a close bond between the 
Government and the people may be 
achieved. The farming problem 
differs greatly in the North from 
that of the South, In the North 
large landowners predominate. ‘The 
crops are vsually millet, wheat or 
Kaollang. In the South a big 
landowner’s “income may be no 
more than $1,000 a year while the 
farmer makes about $100 a year. 
Of that $100 worth of crops— 
fg Is usually rice—the farmer has to 
pay in November 50 per cent. to 
the landlord who usually selects the 
best. In addition working on so 
narrow a margin the farmer has 
probably had to borrow a picul of 
‘rice in the preceding February from| 
the local usurer to keep his family 
going and that plcul has to be paid 
back in two pleuls in November. 
‘The farmer's main crop of rice| 
is a subsistence crop: that is 
to say he gets no cash for it 
but uses it to feed himself and 
his family and pay his rent. For 
him pigs, tobacco and—in some 
areas—opium have cash values. 
That is why opium growing is so 
diMeult to suppress: because that 
erop can fetch much cash, It is 
obvious that an economic standard 
of this kind exposes the administra~ 
tion to unpopularity, ‘The tenant 
farmer and, in some degree, the 
landlord are never able to hold up 
thelr heads. ‘The money-lender, 
although not as usurious as in come 
other countries, has a stranglehold 
over the farmer. ‘The Government 
may be inclined to appoint a 
Land Commission to make recom- 
mendations for the resettlement of 
and, the assurance to the farmer of 
‘a decent system of tenure and the 
formulation of a scientific basis of 
taxation to enable administrative 
reforms to be carried into effect in 
‘support of land reform. The com- 
munist agitation in China, such as it 
is, is mainly agrarian and therefore 
develops naturally into banditry. 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s various 
measures of reform, in Kiangsi and 
elsewhere, show that he is on the 
track of improvement. He will be 
considerably helped if the Govern- 
ment can effectively use the New 
Life Movement in its reorganized 
form to act as the interpreter of 
the new relations which it wishes 
to establish between itself and the 
people. 








DEPRESSION’S MARK 
March 20. 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council's 
Budget for 1936 bears the marks 
of the heavy depression under 
which the community is labouring. 
‘The Ordinary Income just clears 
the Ordinary Expenditure, but when | 
ithe Education Budget requirements 
of over $2 million are included 
there is a shortage which it is pro- 
posed to adjust by drawing §2 
‘million from General Reserve. ‘That 
course of action will be commended 
for, after all, it puts the reserve to 
the use for which it is designed and 
it enables the Council to cover the 
deficit without recourse to ad- 
ditional taxation. ‘The Council two, 
years ago laid it down that educa- 
tional expenditure should not ex- 
ceed the equivalent of a 2 per cent. 
General Municipal Rate. The cur- 
rent Education Budget brings the 
figure up to 1.00 per cent, as the 
[result of additional votes of $11.000 
jand $19,000 to Japanese and Chinese 
schools respectively, So while’ 
carrying out a programme of rigid 
retrenchment, the Council has not 
been niggardly in dealing with the 
demands of Japanese and Chinese 
schools. It has but a scanty margin. 
left for meeting new claims on its 
educational programme—a point 
which will be ruefully noted by 
some forelgn institutions and by 
foreign parents who, by reason of] 
the depression, are more dependent 
than in the past on local forms of 
education for their children. In 
view of the severity of the pres- 
jent financial crisis, the Council's 
Finance Department must __be| 
adjudged to have successtully dealt; 








Chiang Kal-shek, in his pointed 
address ‘to the educated classes, 
when criticizing the New Life! 
Movement, showed clearly his grasp 


with the twin problems of dimin- 
{shed revenue and retrenchment. It 
has been able to secure the co- 
operation of the Council's depart 





whose response to the! 
Tequirements of the ratepayers’) 
situation docs them credit. The 
point deserves emphasis for toe, 
often uninformed criticism spreads, 
itself in this Settlement, sccom- 
Panied by the tender of gratuitous, 
‘advice to the Council for improving | 
the efficiency of the administration, 
‘without taking into account the 
‘blunt fact that although efficiency 
/spelis economy, there is a point at 
which enhanced efficiency cannot 
‘be secured without spending money. 

The ratepayer is advised in theso| 
cireumstances to face the position 
in the modest spirit of the cockney 
lady who, hearing the streot-kerb| 
salesman at the butcher's stall on 
Saturday night call out “What do 
you want?” replied: “If you ask. 
me what I want, it will be a house 
in Park Lane, a Rolls Royce and 
£10,000 a year; but, if you ask me: 
‘what I expect, it is a leg of mutton 
‘on credit till Friday at ninepence a 
pound.” So let traffic enthusiests, 
and other amiable critics whose 
Prescriptions may be perfectly, 
Justified and eminently reasonable 
ponder on this parable. Yet it is 
impossible to view the retrenchment 
operations with equanimity. Dan- 
gerously has the Couneli been, 
foreed to go in cutting down ex- 
enses in various directions: new. 
works of construction have been, 
severely reviewed; sanction has| 
been given only to those which can, 
be described as vitally urgent and 
the discrimination has been sharp. 
‘The conditions of service affecting 
municipal employment have been 
scrutinized and, where contractual 
considerations" have permitted, 
drastic adjustments have been 
made. The departments and thelr 
staffs have loyally recognized the 
need for this retrenchment, but that 
attitude on thelr part justifies sym- 
pathetic appreciation of ils signi- 
flcance. The comment is pertinent 
when at times .extravagant views 
are given currency regarding muni- 
clpal salaries and the critics appear 
to overlook certain aspects of public 
employment—such, for example, as 
the Inability to take full advantage 
of boom periods which so much 
benefit the unofficial community. 
‘Moreover, it may be asserted that, 
generally speaking, the salaries paid 
by the Council are not excessive 
‘and, in some cases at least, are 
lower than those paid in less ex- 
pensive localities in the Far East, 
‘The retiring allowances on which 
certain officials of the Council pro- 
ceed to thelr homelands often 
jcompare very unfavourably with the 
emoluments obtainable by men of 
the same calibre who resisted the 
allure of the “golden Enst.” 

‘The drop in the estimated revenue 
for 1936, forecasted in December 
last, been due to the decrease in, 
the’ construction of new buildings, 
the reduction in rentals and the 
increase in the unoccupied premises. 
A deficit of $3,500,000 was then 
expected and the fiqure did not in- 
‘elude any appropriation from Gen- 
eral Reserve for its reduction, The 
estimates now available show that, 
thanks mainly to the strenuous 
efforts in the curtailment of expen= 
diture and, in some measure, to the 
favourable exchange position, the 
deficit is about 43 per cent. less 
than the Controller expected. It 
will be hoped that, as the year pro- 
gresses, conditions’ may improve so 
that his budget gure, in its turn, 
may be susceptible fo reduction. 
Nevertheless it would be unwise to| 
he too hopeful. Signs of a turn of 
the tide are discernad by cager 
‘observers, but candour impels the 
admission that they have not cm- 
erged with sufficient strength to be 
taken as portents. Tho new Coun- 
cil will have to be no less resolute 
than the present Council in treading} 
the path of economy and the rate- 
Payers should thereforo'be specially 
‘on their guard against political ex- 
periments from whatever sourre 
thelr inspiration may come. ‘The 
figures now disclosed show that the 
Council, as at present composed, has 
grappled satisfactorily with " the 
problem of the depression. Confi- 
dence in its administration Is there- 
fore justified. Nor should it be 
forgaiten that the policy of re- 
‘trenchment in Itself tends to retard 
return to normality. In assessing the 
Prospect of an: early economic re- 
vival regard must be paid to the 
fact that the Council's very proper’ 
curtailment of its building : pro- 
gramme tends naturally to contribute 
to the general depression. Political 
and financial uncertaintles, within 
and without, must make the Counell, 
specially cautious in framing its| 
budget. The proposals deserve 











approval in that they indleate 
policy of preserving the main es- 
sentials of departmental pro- 
‘grammes, of meeting liabilities on| 
sound principles, and of keeping the 
general fabric of the Settlement's| 
administration in such trim as will 
efectively meet whatever fortune 
betides. 











RICKSHAW REFORM 
March 23. 

Mr. S. H. Peek and the Rotary 
Club under whose auspices he spoke, 
rendered an important public 
service last week in giving a clear, 
‘detailed and comprehensive ac: 
‘count of the achievements of the 
Rickshaw Board since its incep- 
tion, Mr, Peek, in fact, answered a 
‘question which has’ often been 
asked: “What is the use of the 
Rickshaw Board?” His answer in 
brief was that the Board had done 
2 goed deal. It had met with con- 
siderable obstruction; so in general 
lls progress was slow, but it had| 
persisted and worn down opposition, 
By the creation of the Pullers! 
Mutual Ald Asscciation the Board 
has provided for the necessary 
‘welfare work arising out of the 
findings of the Massey Report and 
left itself free to deal with the 
administrative issues. ‘The Massey 
Report recommended that the rick- 
shaw rental—paid by the pullers 
to the owners—as from July 1, 
1934, should be 60 cents, daily. A 
reduction to 78 cents plus 7 cents. 
in contribution to the Pullers’ 
Mutual Aid Association was effected 
in August 1934. On the first of 
ext month a further reduction to 
70 cents will become operative, Mr. 
Peek pointed out that

‘Mr. Peek, although severely criti- 
flzing the obstructive tendencies of 
the Hongs was careful to be fair in 
that he drew attention to the fact| 
that the proposed cut in rental next 
month involved a heavy loss to the 
rickshaw owners, Fundamentally 
this loss—estimated at $54 million 
of the book value of rickshaws— 
acerued from the illegitimate trat- 
ficking in licences which the 
Massey Report condemned. Yet this 
naturally affected the price which 
the owners had to pay in acquiring 
rickshaws “at or near top prices,” 
so that, howover justifiable the 
Yeduction may be, it cannot be 
Jeffected without inflicting material, 
loss on tho rickshaw owners, 

‘The owners have forfeited sym- 
pathy owing to their truculent ob- 
struction of the Board's reforms, 
Fortunately in several important 
directions, the Board has been able 
to relax ‘the stranglehold of the 
owners. Over 30,000 licences direct 
ly granted by the Council to the 
pullers have been renewed. The 
Pullers’ Mutual Ald Association 
‘with its amenities intended to in- 
erease the pullers’ self-respect and 
to provide them with some of the 
common needs of a decent life— 
‘cheap and healthy sleeping accom- 
modation, medical, educational and 
reereative facilities—has established 
‘contact with the pullers, When it is 
alleged that the Board has done 
‘nothing et Mr. Peek's statement 
regarding the improvement In the 
pullers’ physique and health be 
noted: 

The weeding out of the bodily 
unfit has also brought about a dis- 
tinet improvement in the pullers’ 
Physique. ‘There were only 63) 
deaths in the past seven months— 
equal to 2.7 ‘per 1,000 as aainst| 
fAficen per thousand amongst. the| 
Keneral native population. 

Some erities are topid in their 
zeal for this sort of reform. They 
‘want to have cleaner rickshaws and 
better service and are not disposed 
Ho trouble about the pullers’ rights, 
wrongs or disabilities, Even they 
need not be depressed. Although 
the attempt to introduce the im- 
proved rickshaw in September 1934, 
was, bluntly, a failure, ond a new 
pattern had’ to be adopted in the 
following May, there are now 1,400 
riekshaws of that pattern in ‘use| 
and their number will increase at 
the rate of 1,500 a year. ‘This, ad- 
mittedly, is not a dizzy rate of pro- 
‘gress but it is far from connoting 
inactivity. The Rickshaw Board 
costs the Council $75,000, but ais the 
Feveite fram the licences amounts 
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to nearly $570,000 annually, the 
expenditure is not excessive, 
‘especially in the light of the actual 
progress reported, 

‘Mr, Peck’s observations come use- 
fully at this moment to encourage 
public support of the Rickshaw 
Board and in particular of the 
Council's policy of reform, The 
problem comes under two heads: 
firstly, social welfare in the rectl- 
fication of the distressing economic 
conditions under which the pullers 
Inbour; secondly public service in 
the Improvement of the rickshaws’ 
jequipment and cleanliness, On both, 
publle opinion has strongly ex: 
rested itself so the Council has a 
clear mandate, ‘The Council is com- 
mitted to the fundamental principle 
of eventual abolition of the rlek- 
shaw as part of its traffle pro- 
gramme. If the rickshaw owners 
continue to display hostility to the 
Rickshaw Board, the Counell might 
consider the possibility of taking 
the rickshaw service under Its‘own, 
control with the definite object of 
instituting a gradual reduction until 
‘elimination be reached, A declara- 
tlon of such an intention might 
bring the rickshaw owners to realize 
that they would be better advised, 
to co-operate in reform so that 
abolition could be carried out with 
due regard to the proper liquida- 
tion of their interests. The rickshaw. 
4s a serious obstacle to the removal 
of traffic congestion. Its elimination 
is dependent on the provision of 
transport faellities to come in 
between the tram or bus and the 
private motor-car or taxi, Whether 
this can be approached by recourse 
to the small taxi, by some adaptation 
of the “Jitney” or by a further ex- 
tension of the bus system, remains 
to be seen. Shortage of funds must 
necessarily hamper speedy solution 
but the creation of a Transport 
Board may ultimately have to be 
taken into consideration, It is Mlogi- 
cal for the Rickshaw Board to be 
functioning in the air, as it were, 
while the Council is committed to 
abolition of the vehicle in question, 
A. Transport Board could most 
effectively absorb the rickshaw 
problem as part of its general 
scheme for the planning of a trans- 
port service suitable to all needs 
and all localttic 











MUNICIPAL ELECTION 

Haren 18, 
Next week's election of nine 
members to the Shanghal Mantcl- 
pal Counell for. 1036-87 raises a 
special issue, he determination of 
which will engage lively attention 
from the ratepayers, ‘The decision 
of the Japanese community to put 
up three candidates has introduced 
a new factor into the contest, It 
definitely records the Japanese 
viow that the status quo is unac- 
coptable. It constitutes a challenge 
which cannot be allowed to 0 by 
Idefailt; the British community, atall 
‘events, are accepting it and taking 
steps to throw thelr full weight ex 
clusively behind their five can- 
didates and, in logical support of the 
status quo, behind the two American 
Jeandidates, In the past, two Japanese 
candidates have stood and have re= 
ceived support from other foreign 
rs as well as from their own com= 
munity, The other seven seats lave 
been allocated, by tradition or con 
vention, usually to British and 
JAmericans, with occasional interven. 
tions from other European nationals, 
Now the Japanese desire that one 
‘of those seven seats shall be trans~ 
ferred from either British or Amor- 
ican to Japanese representation. 
There will be no quarrel with 
this decision on the principle 
that a community is fully entitled 
to exercise its electoral influence to 
obtain the representation which 
the ballot box may give it, ‘There 
can be equally no objection to ef- 
forts which the British or Amerfean 
candidates may put forth to ensure 
fulflment of the desire expressed 
in their acceptance of nomination. 
Ty must be recognized, however, that 
this election is differont ‘from other 
elections, Tt ralges an issue which 
eannot be shirked. ‘The Japanese 
votet” who desires’ the status quo 
to be changed will concentrate on 
that point. Other voters who egree 
with him will have their course 
clearly defined. Other voters who 
attach importance to the retention 
‘of the hitherto accepted propor 
tion of national representation ‘will 

take the opposite line of action, 
~ This means that the former ‘in~ 
terchange of voting support cannot 
be adopted, Plainly the Japanese 
community ‘and its supporters will 
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confine their votes to the three 
Japanese candidates, otherwise the 
idea of changing the status quo 
{s stultifed. British, American and 
other voters, who want the status 
quo preserved, will vote for the 
seven non-Japanese candidates. 
General regret will be felt that to 
some extent the international spirit 
which, in the past, has been held to 
govern the election will be Ignored. 
On the one side Japanese voters will 
‘be ranged in support of the Japan- 
ese trio. On the other will be non- 
Japanese voters who are anxious to 
secure the return of the seven non- 
Japanese candidates, not necessarily 
because of thelr special merlts— 
although, as they have all deen 
chosen by the specific previous 
selection of their respective nation 
als, those merits exist—but because 
thelr election is the essential means 
of, preserving the status qua, in 
other words the balance of repre- 
sentation held to be appropriate in 
the light of the interests involved. 
British ratepayers have every re 

son {o be proud of the part played 
by thei countrymen in developing 
the International Settlement which 
was founded on the basis of the 
original English Settlement, ‘Thelr 
Snterests in Shanghai are great and 
have been preserved with due 
regard to the maintenance of friend 
ly relations with all nationalities. 
‘They have the right to exercise the 
funelions of the franchise in support 
‘of candidates whose election. will 
ensure the traditional ability of the 
Counell to keep the’ international 
character of the Settlement un- 
impaired. 

From the list of voters published 
in the Municipal Gazette on Mon- 
day it appears that the fgures 
previously accepted have under- 
gone certain changes. ‘The total 
electorate is roughly 3,500 which 
includes about 1,200 British, nearly 
900 Japanese, 400 American and 
about 1,000 other nationalities. The 
lection therefore will afford a use~ 
ful lest of the ratepayers’ judgment 
on the issue at stake. It is expected 
that its Importance will produce a 
Jarger poll than has usually been 
‘obtained in past years. The British 
community cannot, lightly neglect 
the opportunity of vindicating its 
significance in the muntelpal affairs 
of a city to which it has devoted so 
much energy and enterprise, Kap~ 
pily this contest of opinions is 
matked by'no feeling of resentment, 
‘The aspirations of the Japanese 
candidates are respected and, if 
they prevail, the rest of the electe ‘= 
ate will elther applaud the decision 
‘or accept reproof for having failed 
to take the obvious measures. in 
support of the seven non-Japanese 
eandidates. Emphasis must be laid 
on the responsibility presented to 
the individual voter. He or she is 
clearly invited to make every effort, 
to vote. The issue has been raised 
ind it is highly important that it 
ould be determined by as heavy 
a poll as possible and by clear-cut 
voting. In past years electors have 
been able to give welght to personal 
Ukes and dislikes.

{indeed proves again that amend

Settlement. This annual election 
has produced a challenge which, 
in good spirit, has been accepted, 
‘but it is inevitable that the process 
for the time being should lead to 
plain speaking.

ELEUTHERIOS VENISELOS 
‘The great Cretan statedman whose 
ideatts will be widely deplored 
Greece at this moment when It we 
hoped that, at the dramatic invitation 
of the restored King, M. Veniselos' re- 
publican principles would be harness- 
ed to the beneficent work of con- 
solidating the new regime. His was a 
leturesque career. Plunging int 
Greek politics at tke comparatively’ 
Jearly age of 24, Eleutherios Venisclos 
‘was soon the leader of the Cretan 
‘movement for union with Greece snd 
ejection of the Turkish yoke. As a| 
member of a family which _had| 
Jemigrated from Greece in 1770, 
Veniselos never lost bis status asc 
Greek citizen, so in 1910 his eminence 
in Grecian affairs naturally put him 
im the office of Prime Minister. His 
[diplomacy remarkably advanced Hel- 
lente expansion. His position became: 
very diMleult during the Great War 
when King Constantine's "loyalties: 
were, not unnaturally, on the side of 
the Central Powers.’ However tho: 
King was dethroned ond. Veniselos 
returning to Atkens from his Cretan 
home in June 1917 become the virtual 
Dictator of Greek support of . the| 
Allied Powers. After the Armistico| 
Veniselos was kept long in Paris 10 
share in the negotiations over th 
Peace Treaties, This absence con- 
{tributed to his spectacular downfall 
which was later emphasized by the: 
return of King Constantine. — The: 
disastrous campaign against the Turks 
in Asia Minor was also an important 
factor in destroying the reputation 
which Veniselos had won by his bril- 
Hant advocacy of the Greek cause at 
Versailles and San Remo. Moreover 
‘Veniselos was not well served by the 
subordinates in his administration 

nd the admitted popularity of King] 
Constantine, of whose ability and 
Personal qualities there could be no: 
doubt, proved too much for him, In 
the evening of his life, Veniselos did 
not enhance is reputation by coun- 
fenaneing an abortive revolution 
whieh added to his country’s difieul- 
ties, That was, however, forgotten 
when King George II relurned and. 
tackled the situation with consummate 
fact and considerable political vision. 
[Tie King will deeply regret the death 
of the veteran patriot and statesman, 
but there is no reason to believe thai 
His Majesty's proved perspleacity. will 
be unequal to the task of dealing 
with this new complication, 


AIR FORCE STRENGTH 

Criticism of Britain's declining 
strength in the alr should be silenced 
by Sir Philip Sassoon's highly satis 
factory statement in the House of! 
Commons regarding the Government's| 
plans for increasing both the strength 
and the efliciency of the Royal Air| 
Force. Sir Philip, introducing _air| 
estimates which constitute the largest| 
for this branch of the forces since the 
war, briefly mentioned new machines| 
of “performance and capabilities 
higher than those possessed by other| 
countries, and added that the nation’s| 
air force will be increased to 1,500 
Grst-line alreraft with an adequate 
reserve. Under the new R. A. F. 
expansion scheme additional trained 
personnel will be made available 
from men already in service and 
others recruited from civilian life. In 
two years, the country’s air strength 
in first-line craft will be doubled—a 
‘magnificent tribute to the organiza- 
tion of British aircraft manufacturers. 
‘As London has already been informed 
by a distinguished “authority  that| 
future hostilities will place the city 
in a very precarious position owing’ 
fo the development of aircraft, Sir 
Philip's statement should prove very 
assuring. To the world in gene! 
the expansion envisaged by the Br 
tish Government will be acceplod 
‘as-a mere logical correction of an im- 
possible situation for it was more 
than a tragedy that after emerging 
from the last war as the greatest alr 
power in the world Britain should 
find eventually herself relegated to 
the fourth position. 

‘TENSION RELAXED 

The statesmanlike tone of the 
speeches in the London meeting of 
the League Council has robbed the| 
present European crisis of its im~ 
mediately menacing aspects, Credit 
{is due not only to the British, French’ 
land Ttalian members of the ‘Council 
but also to the sagacity of the Ger-| 
‘man Government in walving certain 
contentions to facilitate the direct 
‘approach of its representatives to the 
‘ations assembled in conclave. Most 
Jencouraging is the _snnouncement 
that the German delegate, appearing| 
in the Couneil for the first time since 
the withdrawal at 1933, will have 
Instructions to elaborate Herr Hitler's 
proposals for European security. The’ 
opportunity of rebuilding on the dis~| 
‘appointments of recent events, if 
properly taken, may well contribute’ 
to elimination of the sense of griev- 
jance and uncertainty ereated by the 
action which Herr Hitler's Govein- 
ment took nearly a fortnight ago.| 
‘The statesmen assembled know  the| 
Importance of personal and national 
prestige. They can be relied upon’ 
fo give it full. regard in devising 
means for reforming the ranks of| 
European co-operation. 






































AN IMPROVED ATMOSPHERE 


The German acceptance of the 
invitation to attend the meeting of 
‘the League Council in London. has: 
considerably eased the tension. It is 
hoped that “the frst stop toward 
friendly discussion having been taken. 
the parties will be able to arrive at 
satisfactory solution of the im- 
mediate dimeulties even if approach 
to larger” issues cannot at once be 
attempted. In its psychological s- 
pects the problem should not be 
‘mtractable. On the one hand, 
France's apprehensions have to be 
‘met; on the other Germany's insis- 
fence on equality of status has 
be considered. Groat Britain has| 
heavy responsibility in the task of 
composing differences between two 
nations with which she is on terms 
of friendship, albelt her own obliga 
tons in regird to French and Bel- 
gian security have to be falthfully and 
serupulously honoured. Herr Hitler's 
recent speech has been helpful in that 
Wt has specifically pledged Germany 
to amity with France. The Britisn 
proposals, ws outlined, contain the 
germ of a real international accord 
Of special intorest is the suggested 
formation of an international. police 
force in the proposed demilitarized 
zones on cach side of the Franco- 
German frontier.

It is improbable that Signor 
Grandj discussed the Ethiopian issue 
in London with Frencts and British 
statesmen without being advised of 
the earnestness of his colleagues’ 
desire for a honourable solution of 
Htaly's dimeuities,

‘The Itolian protest to Genes 
plaining that “Abyssinian tro 
attacked and decimated a 
italian workers making 
‘and terming thi 
and infringing the rules of warfare is 
@ somawhat novel document. What 
the Abyssinians do not appear to 
realize is that men engaged in making 
military roads, so that Malian armies 
‘can march deeper into the country, 
may not be anything more than civic 
Mans engaged on a military task. ‘The 
tender regard with which the Italians 
have respected the rights, privileges 
and safely of civilians in Ethiopia 
deserves the greatest possible aniBunt 
of reciprocity from the Abyssinians, 
It is true that on occasion there have 
been unfortunate accidents which 
have led to the bombing of Red 
Cross ambulances, and the destruc- 
tion of villages for the most part in- 
hhablted by women and children, but 
the Abyssinians must realize that in 
big undertakings like war such ac- 
cldents are bound to occur, no matter 
how much they may or may not be 
Fegretted. But the attacking of harm- 
less builders of military roads is In- 
deed something which cannot but be 
regarded as worthy of the severest r- 
probation. ‘To describe such“doings as 
“inhuman” {s to palter with words, 
though it is doubtful whether the 
Jdictionary provides terms suMelently 
strong to express the utter disgust 
‘with which the world must regard the 
Ethiopian behaviour. It must be re- 
membered that these roadmakers are 
Fendering Abyssinia the greatest of 
services, enabling the speedy Introdue- 
tion of ‘that civilization of which it 
stands in such great need, and en- 
dowing the country with roads which 
afler the war has ended will cease 10 
be military and will have assumed an 
entirely civilian complexion. It is, 
of course, to be regretted that in the 
course of this ennobling work some 
thousands of Abyssinians have had to 
be slaughtered, but that they should

Anxiety for Asslons 


Peiping. Mar, 22. 
Grave anxiety is felt here for the 
safely of the British missionaries, all 
members of the China Inland Mission, 
Jn Pingyangfu, “south Shansi, — and 
Hungtung, 20 ‘miles north of’ Ping 
yangfu, who have been cut off from 
the outside world by the Reds. It 
Is known that there are altogether 
12 Britons, eight adults and four 
children, in the Pingyangfu. station

rescue them.

It 
4s believed there Is one autogiro 
machine at Nanchang, and efforts are 
being made to secure it,

They were last reported at 
Chichehow, south Shansi, 75. miles 
from Pingyangtu, 

‘The missionaries at Pingyang, with 
others in Shansi, recently.” were 
warned concerning ‘the Red situation, 
Dut they failed to heed the warning, 
Meanwhile, flve more Amorican mis- 
slonaries shave arrived here from

Tientsin Fire Claims

CAN AMERICA STAY 
NEUTRAL? 


‘Anglo-American Co-operation 
Urged by Sir F. Whyte 


London, Mar. 21. 

“Americans are caught | between 
Ja desire to remain aloof from the 
world and the dawning conviction 
nd fear that they will be unable to 
}do so," stated Sir Frederick Whyte, 
former adviser to the National Gov- 
Jernment of China, in a speech before 
the Social Couneit last night on the 
subject of American neutrality. 

“The new American Neutrality Act 
is only a temporary solution for deal- 
ing with the Ethiopian crisis, and 
roverses the traditional. doctrine of 
the United States for the right of 
free trade with belligerents,” he 
stated. 

“Neutrality is the American aiti- 
tude toward Europe.” Sir Froderick 
continued, “but their attitude is 
[changed when they look at the Pacific 
‘Ocean, China and Japan. 

“Americans do not believe they 
Jcould remain neutral if there should 
be trouble in the Pacifie, but it Is 
not yet clear what the Senate might 
{thinie to-day about neutrality in case 
of 2 European conflict. 

“Conditions of 1917 would be re- 
[peated should war on the same scale 
fever break out in Europe,” ho con= 
Unued. 

Emphasizing the importance of the 
‘American neutrality stand for Bri- 
tain, Sir Frederick pointed out that, 
Jn case of a European war, England 
may be involved in a dispute with 
the United States, should this coun- 
fry insist on the Tight of free trade 
[with belligerents. 

“The only safe Insurance against 
this danger is co-operation between 
‘both powers beforehand for the 
maintenance of collective socurity.” 
he, continued. 

“Tt is precisely because that co- 
‘operation is not in sight that the 
isk of a possible Anglo-American 
Jdispute over the rights of neutrals 
Jeannot and must not be ignored.” he 
concluded —Havas.

As regards the wards, the figures 
show a retum of 4,205 cot-days of 
which 1,148 were gntirely “free of 
charge and 768 at reduced rates. 
During the same period 152 opera. 
tion were performed and 1,992 pre- 
scriptions were given out.free, Staff 
doctors paid 141 free visits to patients 

t their houses, these being unable 
to come to the’ hospital, ‘The total 
receipts for the year were 35,004 
Axnobi, the expenditure boing 36,055, 
thus leaving only a small sum to be 
subscribed to cover the year. Tt 
should be noted that only’ 60 per 
‘cent. of the patients last year were 
Jews, the others being of various 
nationalities. 

‘The question of living quarters has 
for many years been a serious ques- 
tion with those who reside in Harbin, 
and though rents have lately come 
down a little, they are still higher 
than in othor towns of Manchoukuo. 
At present, flats of five, six and seven 
Yooms are vacant ag ‘the ronts aro 
too high for poople to pay and yet 

‘seem Inclined. to 
lower their demands, even though 
houses stood empty during the winter, 
In the spring many people decide to 




















take small houses across the river and | 


thus the demand for flats becomes 
leven less. Flats which last yoar wore 
lot at 150 kuobi per month, now do 
not fetch 80, specially in stich cases 
‘where the tenant has to find his own 
fuel. Rooms are also to be found 
vacant in almost every streot, the 
rates for such having been reduced 
by about 20 per cent. One of the 
chief reasons of so many empty flats 
and rooms is that railway employees 
‘now receive railway houses and give 
up their rented fats, while many new 
houses have been’ built, "specially 
fadspted for Japanese tenants. 


Fewer Suleldes In Harbin 

Last month there was a great 
decrease in tho number of suleldes 10 
which Harbin has become accustomed, 
more particularly amongst Fussians. 
During February there wore twenty 
atiompted suicides and of these only. 
two were Russians. ‘The only ex- 
planation of this is that more Rus- 
sians have lately found employment 
or have left the elty. ‘There are still 
a number of bergars on the streets 
but these constitute the regular clase 
of loafers who do not trouble to look. 
for work, finding it easier to make 
‘money out of begging. 


‘The main product of Manchoukuo 
being soya beans, the fact that many 
other countries are now growing 
them, is causing some anxiety to ex- 
porters and to the people In general.

‘These figures In- 
clude three other mines whose entire 
output is ‘purchased by the SLR, 
‘and the sales on consignment basis 
for the Manchuria Coal Mining Co. 
This company -has just decided to 
inerease Its capital thls year and is 
planning on spending ¥.0,000,000 each 
year for five years with a view to 
Producing 5,000,000 tons annually at 
the ond of that time. 

Hsinking reports a joint conference 
of representatives of the Kwantung 
Army, the Kwantung Bureau, the 
‘Manchoukuo Government, ond’ the 
SMR, wherein it was ‘decided to 
establish a federation of the principal 
Investigation organs in the country.

Government and Red Armies Suffer Many Casualties: 
Lone Foreign Lady in Batang 
By Timea 


‘Tachientu, Feb. 17. 

‘There Is no doubt whatever that! 
‘Tachientu is being carefully and in- 
fidiously watched by a flerce and 
implacable foe. ‘Two long lines now 
converge at Yachow, both running 
im an easterly direction, one begin- 
ning at Shuching and the. other at 
‘Talling. “One is. strongly held. by 
Communist armies and the other, 
equally strong, by Governiment troops. 
‘And along this line at different 
polnts the two armies clash and both 
sides suffer heavy casualties, 

‘We only become aware of this 
terrible fact when we walk along 
the streets and sce the dead bodies 
of offcers carried back from the front 
and lying waiting to be buried, We 
assed four such bodles the other day 
just as the blood spotted garments, 
had been removed. Only officers are 
carried back from the firing line; the 
ordinary ‘soldiers are buried where 
they ‘fall, In the last engagement 
down the Danba road tle Govern- 
‘ment forces lost 200 killed and 
wounded. Those opposing the Gov- 
ernment’ troops in the attack on| 
Danba are reported to be Hsu's own 
Dodyguard and another report says} 
they belong to Mao's Red army. 

‘While the Government attack’ was 
‘at its hottest a terrifle snowstorm 
overtook the border and made fght- 
ing an impossibility. A. proclamation 
‘was issued to the effect that hostilities 
had ceased and would not begin till 
after the snowstorm. ‘The Communist, 
‘officer defending Danba is Gen, Dong 
and he has with him’ two well 
trained regiments of crack’ shots, | 
Danba is the most stragetic point in 
the Chinchuan area, Tt stands at the 
confluence of the Dachin and the 
Slaochin Rivers and six roads branch 
from this. centre, 


‘Troops Lose Two Cities 


It was absolutely fatal to the pres- 

ent campaign when the 24th army 
lost Danba; it was equally fatal to 
the present Government - campaign 
‘against the Communists when the| 
26th army lost Mong-gong. If the 
‘24th and the 28th Szechuen armies 
hhnd made a desperate and determined 
effort to hold these centres the: 
present campaign against the Reds 
‘might have been spared the present| 
cold winter on tho frontier, 

Apparently ‘the Reds divided thelr 
forces at Shuching ond ‘Tyonghua, 
rushing Danba and Mong-gong and 
with very little fighting or difficulty 
captured both places, And their 
recapture is costing the Government| 
forees hundreds if not thousands of| 
valuable lives, and unnecessarily | 
prolonging a dimeult and dangerous, 
campaign, Pre Carrier was in 
‘Mong-gong and Pore Graton in Danba

No one knows better than the 
Generalissimo the chaotle condition 
‘of Szechuen; but what ean he do?

What the purpose 
of this move is remains to be seen. 
Tt may be that the question of food 
is again embarrassing the Red 
armies; or it may be that the per- 
sistent atlacks of Hsicyoh from the 
southeast, and the harassing attacks 
‘of Li Bao-been from the south west 
‘are beginning to annoy and  dis-| 
‘courage the Communist forces, What- 
‘ever it may be, the Reds are vacat- 
ing positions they held for some: 
time, 

‘There is now some talk of thelr 
Joining forces with the Reds in 
Southern Kensu and southern Shenst 
nd this can only be done by follow- 
ing Hsu's roule back again to the 
northeast of Szechuen. Apparently | 
Hsu, although he has first class wire 
less’ outht, 1s not prepared to walt 
‘and see the outcome of Holung’s and 
‘Sinokeh's present ventures. It has 
been reported that these two 
notorious leaders are making for the 
route followed by Chu and Mao, that 
is, up the Chienchang Valley’ into 
Szechuen. If that were so it is hardly. 
likely Hsu would move north at the 
present time. 

Col. Fu Sceures Troops 


‘The situation around Batang did 
not improve during the past week. 
‘A few days ago an 5,05, arrived 
from Col, Fu of the 24th Arniy asking 
for assistance from Gen, Li and 
several hundred Government troops 
left Tachlenlu yesterday morning for 
the interior. ‘Troops are also leaving, 
for the North Lhasa road hoping to 
cceupy Kanze. The movement of 
Government troops to Batang is 
somewhat mysteriou, Col. Fu is 
surrounded by the Tibetans more or 
leas under the Black Lama, with 
Dubjeh as his lieutenant.

‘The unattached 
Tibetans are becoming more and 
more reckless ond daring and those 
surrounding Batang at the present 
time are quite prepared to ight either 
Nanking or Lhasa Along the right 
and left banks of the Yangtze where 
it lows through Tibetan country 
there are numerous tribes who are 
40 fond of religious literature that 
they paste thelr houses with it and 
yet will rob and plunder and loot 
and murder an Inearnation with 
every possibility of becoming the 
Dalal Lama, 

‘A New Heaven and Earth 
How things are going to 
themselves, and how the ‘Tibetans 
fare going to behave themselves and 
how the Chinese are going to recover 
in the wild and woolly country known 
‘as Kham, will afford interesting 
reading in the days to come. A new 
heaven and a now earth in Eastern 
Tibet, where all the lamas sing the

brothers, may be a dream, but it is

In response to the joint invitation 
Jof Generals Ho Chen-chun, Pacifica 
tion Commissioner for Hupch, Yang 
‘Yung-tai atid Hsiung Shih-hul, chair- 
‘men of Hupeh and Kings! Previnelal 
Governments respectively, Gen. Ho| 
Chien, Chairman of Hunan Provincial, 
Government, came here to discuss 
plans for concerted action to be taken 
by the three provinelal authorities tc 
suppress bandits and to earry on the, 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
works in the border districts. 

Questioned regarding the. bandit 
situation in the border districts, Gen. 
Ho Chien’ said:—the whole area is

As a 
result of the defeat Kwoh Chih-min 
was caught and executed, and half of 
hhis men were killed and’ captured or 
they deserted. ‘The rest fled’ to Tung- 
ku in Kiangsi, attempting to cross the 
border into ‘“Tsungyang and Tung- 
cheng districts in Hupeh by following. 
the ‘mountain-ranges. 

Gen, Ho admitted that, since their 
invasion of Kwelchow, the bandit, 
forces led by Hsiao Keh and.

Feleverly avoided any’ large clashes: 
[with the Goverament armies “under 
|the command of Gen, Jin Chien-shu,

Strength Less Than 10,000 Men 
When in Western Hunan, Hsiao Ho 
controlled an army of no’ less. than 
20,000 men.

10,000 
men. They now rove to and fro in 
the mountains so as to avold troops.

Ford Trimotor Plane Landed in -Safet; 
Removed from Burning Hospital 
Frost Oun Own Gomeroxoeer 


Ctungking, Mar. 8, 

‘The two outstanding events of many 
months occurred this week-end, and 
were of particular interest to all of 
the foreign community and to very 
many Chinese. One was the fire in 
the Syracuse-in-China Hospltal early 
on Saturday morning, and the other 
was the loss of the Ford trimotor 
plane on the Kwelyang-Yunnantul 
Yun, We have viewed the Hospital 
loss and have heard much of the loss 
of ‘the plane, 

On Saturday morning at about 6:39 
o'clock, some of the nurses saw smoke 
rising from the root of the hospital 
building and screamed. ‘The servant 
ataff in the hospital was busy with 
My morning duties, and the day 
nurses were just taking over trom 
the night shitt, ‘Thoy did not believe 
anything was wrong snd thought the 
alarm was a false one. About the 
same time a gateman for a. mission 
compound nearby saw it and raised 
the alarm, Mr. MeCurdy was the man 
‘on the spot, the man who sent in the 
alarm for the fire bridge, who re- 
‘ported to the police station, and who 
commanded the rescue squad, 


Rapld Sprend of Flames 
The fire seems to have started in 
fn attic room near the front of the 
huilding and spread quite rapidly. 
Because of it starting high up no loss 
‘of fe was recorded, and more than 
eighty patients in the Hospital were 
removed without injury. Some were 
earrled to the Woman's Hospital and 
others wore placed in the chureh 
building and in private resi 
dence. No ill.effects of this’ hurried 
removal: are reported. ‘The entire 
slaft-and nurses In training worked 
faithfully nd. without. fear, . and 
words of high praise are due them.

GRAVE CONDITIONS 
IN SZECHUEN 


Spectre of Famine Brings 
Cannibalism 
Front A. Conmsroxcest 


Tahslen, Sze. Mar. 16. 

‘The Incidence of famine conditions 
in this northeastern corner of the 
provinee of Szechuen causes much 
Aistress. 

This district was twice overrun by 
the Red army under Hil Hslang- 
ehien in 1993 and 1934. “When ref- 
lugees returned to their homes early. 
last year conditions were exceeding- 
ly bad, but fallure of the autumn 
harvest has brought a great many to 
the place where they are now faced 
with starvation, There is a certain 
amount of rice and the price hes 
‘not yet gone abnormally high, but 
In a few weeks’ time it will ‘have 
gone up to double the price of last 
‘autumn and the poorer eople have 
‘no means of purchasing. Some have 
already ‘bartered farm’ implements 
for food and some have taken the 
tiles off thelr houses to give in ox- 
change for about four pounds of rie 
per thousand. 

The spring crops of beans and 
wheat are very poor and unless rain 
falls soon there will de none: the 
beans are hardly flowering aiid the 
‘young wheat is turning yellov 


People Eat Root and Bai 


Already great numbers of poorer 
people are digging grass roots, hemp 
Toots and the roots of wild creepers, 
‘and some are subsisting entirely upon 
these. In some places conditions are 
}s0 acute that the spring crops, beans 
‘and sesame and vegetables have been 
‘dug up and consumed, stalk roots and 
all. Tam at present travelling in the 
country in a district which is by no 
means the worst and am able to 
verity by observations and enquiry 
‘on the spot the reports that have 
reached the city. In ono district of 
360 families it was reported that only 
‘Ave families were living upon or 
inary food, the remainder were all 
eking out their little bit of rice with 
roots, leaves and bark. By the end 
of this month conditions will "be 
pitiable in the extreme. 

‘The worst district is the county of 
Wanyuan on the Shens! border. Cases 
of cannibalism have been credibly 

l. Refugees have begun to 
come down to Tahsien. Recently the 
Wanyuan local government authorities 
sent 500 refugees in one body to 
Tabsion where the Special Commis- 
sioner for this district took th m in, 
housed them in-a temple and is mak: 
ing an effort to feed and clothe them. 
He is making a good effort on theit 
behalf byt is hampered in doing 
wider reliet work by lack of funds 
In a district impoverished by the Red 
Invasions and poor harvests he 
cannot raise funds locally by taxation, 
The need is becoming acute.

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FRENCH CONCESSION FINANCE 


Municipality's Debt of $24,454,696 Proportionately Low: 
Fiscal Trends Over 87 Years 


In the spring of 1849, the time at 
which the trealy giving birth to the 
French Coneession was signed, there 
existed no organization copable of 
taking charge of this new institutton, 

‘The French Consul found himself 
‘lone inthe middle of a large 
population whete the maintenance of 
‘order was indispensable. 

‘An atfempt at compunal organiza 
tion between the three treaty powers 
uupon the basis of the Lond.Regula- 
tions proved abortive, ‘The French 
‘authorities decided to come to its 
ald wit the best means at thelr ais- 
posal for defenee, road making and 
the health of the nationals, It was 
nota questlori of estimates. For 
nearly ten years the administration 
waa guaranteed: by the Consul who 
made himself responsible for the ox. 
penses necessary for the upkeep of 
the Concession, 

“Applications for nd were fow but 
during the ‘Tolping rebellion some 
districts were entirely destroyed by 
fre, Tt was necessary Immediately 
to Tobulld what had been burned. 

‘The workers consisted of Christian 
coolles recruited by the navy. Roads 
‘were made, long which were placed 
coll lamps. To pay for ol this, the 
Consul hed recourse to voluntary 
contributions which were fortheom= 
Ing at once from the Chinese authorl- 
les and the forelgn merchants, The 
Police Crops created in 1850 was 
entirely Ananced by the liberality of 
the merchants, forelgn and Chinese, 
Tt was not until 1897 that the con- 
sulate resources were early ex- 
hhausted and the Consul decided to 
call together the property owner

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DATE WHEN THE WORLD BEGAN 


Conclusion Arrived at by an Early Chinese Astronomer: 
Dr. H. Chatley on Chinese Theory of Creation 


‘That the epoch of creation occurred 
at _a date corresponding to 143,231 
BC. was the conclusion arrived at 
by one of the eatly Chinese 
‘istronomers, who believed that all 
things would come to an end and 
then start again 23,090,040 years after 
that date, sald Dr. H. Chatley in the 
course of an interesting lecture on 
the subject of “Ancient Chinese 
History,” which he delivered on Tues- 
day, Mar, 17, it the Foreign’ YMCA. 
on ‘Bubbling Well Road to an cn 
fossed audience. 

‘Astronomy was popularly conside: 
ed an Interesting rother then a, tsc- 
ful study, he said, and in fact re 
warded lis devotees with little but 
mental satisfaction. Nevertheless 
ite results were of prodigious pr 
eal vellie, Without It systematic 
‘ugrieultuire could not have been. The 
measurement of time rested on 
astronomy and henge Its value to 
Kovernment and history was great. 
A knowledge of the des and means 
ff finding one's position on the Earth 
‘were fundamental to navigation. ‘The 
study of the heavenly motions ted to 
mathematles and Tater to the sclences 
of optics and mechanies. In modern 
times the study of sunlight and slar~ 
ight hod played a large part tn 
solving the problems of atomic 
chemistry. In religion and_ philu- 
suphy astronomy was a busle element. 

In China astronomy had played 9 
large part, According to a doubttul 
tradition the early ruler Yao lald 
down enlendrieal rules based, on solar 
elevations and the positions of four 
stars at the quarter days of the solar 
year. SUIL less reliable traditions 
spoke of calendeleal work by Tu 
‘TL and Chilan Ys. Much cone 
troversy hnd raged about the genuine 
hess and significance of the Yao 
tradition, of whieh the actual record 
‘only dated from the time of Confuelus 
over 1,500 years later, Inthe 
Shang ‘dynasty, ending in the 31th 
conlury, the oracle bones showed 
rackentigs by moons ond the 60-day 
cycle, 









































dar Reforms 


At the beginning of the Chow 
dynasty In the llth century B.C. 
ealendar reform was made and the 
practice ostablished of observing the 
Sun's shadow by a pole. From the 
‘Oth century. B.C. onward there was 
a fairly complete record of eclipses. 
In about the 4th century (the War- 
ring Kingdoms period) mueh greater 
acetiracy in the astronomical dat 
appeared, Including falrly —corzect 
insertion’ of intorealary moons to 
Keep tho lunar calendar in step with 
the solar seasons. Stor tists were 
also made and simple observation 
of theS pjanots were recorded. About 
the same time a mystical theory of 
numbers developed from the Book 
of Changes was combined with 
astronomy by Tsou ‘Yen. This 
theory was atiributed back to Chou 
Kung. In the third century oe~ 
curred the famous burning of the 
books by the “First Emperor” to 
which luter historians had attributed 
the loss of the old selonee, ‘Thore 
ala not appear to be any reason to 
‘suppose that the old science rwas 
really as advanced as was suggested. 
Th the Han dynasty great advances 
were made by Szusma Chien, Lo 
Hsia Tung, Liu Msin and Li Fon 
and In actual fact oll the older 

ronomy of China effectively start- 
ed at this time. It was much in 
arrear of the contemporaneous Greek 
knowledge derived trom the Baby- 
Tontans. How far information soep- 
fed In from the West at. this. timo 
was doubtful. ‘The speaker was of 
the opinion that ideas but not figures 
were transmitted andthe Chinese 
observers should have eredit for the 
latter at Teast, 

At this thne prodigious ettorts 
were made to find a period In which, 
all things would be ropeated and the 
conclusion was come to by Liu Hsin 
that the Shang Yuan or “Epoch of 
Creation” occurred at a dale cor 
responding to 143,231 BC. and that 
all things would come to an end Jn 
23,639,040 years after that date and

‘All ‘this was combined with calen- 
dur reform and for some 1,200 years 
the effort was continually’ renewed. 
Li Fan in the later Han dynasty 
made some practical reforms and 9 
well-known book the "Chou Pel,” 
partly dated back to this time. ‘The 
Han Histories contained much detall 
as {o the plonets and the lunar 
‘motions; little was known as to the 
instruments used but they ,were 
probably simple forms of those used

British Journalist Tells of His Experiences: Never 
Informed of the Charge 





After spending seventeen days in 
8 Jopanese prison, Mr. "Gerald 
Samson, British Journalist, who was 
arrested at the Imperial Hotel, 
Tokyo, on February 27 during the 
military revolt for what was alleged 
at the time to » “propagandizing 
among the guests of the. hotel,” 
arrived in Shanghal on Tuesday, Mor. 
1% by the Nagasaki Maru. Mr. 
/Samson, who sald he war never 
Informed &€ the nature of the charge 
againsl, him, told “North-China 
Merald” reporter that while he 
was In prison he was kept incom 
munieado ond the frst Brilsh officiel 
he saw was a representative from the 
British Consulate, 

Mr. Samson said that he was 
arrested in the Imperial Hotel as he 
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was feuving his room one afternoon. 
Thice detectives. opr 

asked i 

{to come with them to the police sta 
Yon, "When he asked the reason he 
received no reply, he sited. When 
he asked for thelr eredentials, he was 
shown a card, but since it was In 
Japanese he asked a boy to confirm 
ihe fact that the men were actually 
connected with the police. ‘The boy 
confirmed the fact and Mr. Samson 
went with them to the police station. 

fo Charge Against im 

Upon arriving there, he went oo, 
his clothes, personal effects, and two 
diaries in which he recorded his 
huotes and impressions of Japan were 
laken away from him, He was put 
in a cell with five Japanese, une of 
whem was supposed to be 2 spy, and 
several others of whom were alleged 
{o bo socialists. 

He was interrogated often by the 
police in the next few days, he sald. 
He asked repeatedly, for the reason 
why he was in prison. The police 
did’ not preter any charge against 
him." He was not allowed to got in 
touch with his Embassy or Consulate, 
was not allowed to use the phone, 
wrlte, or even hire a Japanese lawyer 
{fo negotiate for him. 

‘And yel, on the other hand,” said 
Mr. Samsoh "I was not ill-ireated 
in any way in their interrogating. 
‘There were no third degree methods 
nor did T'sce any such tactles used 
fon any of the other prisoners. They 

imply piled me with questions. 

‘Mr. Samson was surprised when 
hhe was met at the boat by reporters. 
He did not know that the matter had 
‘been reported in the papers. When 
fold that the charge against him, a3 
reported from Tokyo, was alleged to 
be “propaganaizing among the guests 
of the hotel,” he denied that he had 
ever done such a thing, and eited the 
fact that both the assistant manager 
of the Imperial Hotel and a clerk at 
the desk had vouched for him at the 
police station as never having been 
guilly of any antiJapanese state 
ments. 

‘He expressed the opinion that the 
only reason that he had been held 
ineemmunleado for such a long time

Experiences in Prison

ness that kept him: in hospital for 
‘more than a year in Japan, he has 
Sent a number of articles to magazines 
in England as well as made a trip 
to the Mandated Islands. 

Describing his imprisonment he 
sald that he did not have a bath for 
allot the soventcen days, that his 
coll ‘was freezing, and that he had 
only the barest covering at night, 
He reelted one Incident that occurred 
hhis second day. After he had gone 
to bed. he and his companions were 
aroused, handcuffed together, and 
taken to another gaol, from "which 
they did not return. until the next 
day, He sald that Inter he found out 
that the reason for the temporary 
removal was thet 190 Japanese sol- 
diera moved into the prison to spend 
the night.

Printing Invented 

In A. D, 992, the art of printing 
from ‘wooden blocks was invented, 
‘and in the samo year the government 
made Ti Chow a state undertaking. 
For a period of more than one 
thousand’ years “Ti Chou, or the 
‘Peking Gazelle" as it was later 
called, was the only newspaper. in 
existence. After the establishment of 
the Republic in 1012, it was called the 
government “Gazelle,” which ceased 
fo exist in 1928 when the national 
fovernment was established in Nan- 
king. 

But the Chineso newspaper in its 
modern senso dated back only ss far 
‘as 1852, when the "Chun Ngor Shan 
Pao," of “World Commercial Gazette” 
‘was published in Hongkong. Much 
interesting news was, printed in the 
“Hongkong Dally Mail" and the “Daily 
Press,” of course, in English. The 
fathe: of Dr. Wu ‘Ting-fang had it 
translated into Chinese for informa- 
tion of his Chinese frlends who did 
‘not read English. Several shrewd 
Chinese saw In his efforts a commer- 
lal possibility, and raised a zmall

‘beginning the “Chung Ngor Shan Pao" 
‘gradually developed into a. regular 
‘newspaper in the present day accept- 
‘once of the term. ‘Eight years later a 
second Chinese newspaper made its 
appearance in Hongkong. 

‘The success of the two Chinese 
newspapers as a commercial proposl- 
tion ‘was soon known to interested 
people in Shanghai, As a result, Mr. 
F, Major started the "Shun Pao.” Ite 
first issue saw the light of the day on 
the morning of April 30, 1872, on 

h day the young emperor ‘ung 
Chih reached the mature age of 16 
‘and it was necessary to find a consort 
for him, In 186 Mc, Major sold his 
Interests to a British company and 
retired. Two Britons wero delegated 
by the company to look after” the 
‘management of the “Shun Pao,” but 
they sold the paper to Mr. Shih Chih 
pel in 1007 for $75,000. Mr. Shih sold 
It to Mr. Sze Liang-tsal in 1012 for 
$120,000, but a subsequent law suit 
Gost Mr. Sze more than Tis, 200,000. 

"Shun Pao” to-day was worth 
‘more than $2,000,000, Its annual ad- 
Xertising income ‘amounting to 
$2,000,000. 

“Sin Wan Pao" Started 

Mr. FF. Ferris started the “Sin 
Wan Pao” in 1083, but in 1898 it was 
purchased by Dr.J. C. Ferguson and 
his frlends from Messrs. Buchheister 
‘and Company, a5 a result of liquidat 
Ing proceedings “in the American 
Consular Court. In 1828, Dr, Ferguson 
sold his intetets in the “Sin Wan 
Pao" to Mr. Sze Liang-tsai, the owner 
of the “Shun Pao," for $700,000, 

‘Mr, Tong also traced the history of 
the "China Times” and other Chinose 
newspapers in Shanghai and other 
cities.

Rush= 
brooke, "general secretary of the 
Boplist World Alliance, at the morn~ 
ng service at Union Church, on Su 
doy, at which he officiated in associ 
tion with the Rev, H. G. Newshai 
The gift of the Holy Spirit was not 
a dogma to be agreed upon or the 
Prerogative of any one sect or class; 
it was the gift of every bellever. Tt

Stephen, however, had discovered 
that Christianity was not a sect of 
Judaism, but a message of God to the 
‘whole world of men, and, although 
he died before he was able to start 
‘out and preach, he might well be 
fealltd the founder of the Christian 
missions,

‘The work of the P.MLA.A. with its 
clinies and reading ‘rooms: Its tea’ 
lobbles and dormitories where 
decent bed can be had for only six 
coppers a night: Its batts, barbers and 
jeheap meals, recreation’ rooms and 
educational talks—all these different| 
contacts have encouraged the pullers| 
to have confidence in the good inten- 
tlons of the Board. Their recently| 
Issued Report skows that among the 
40,000 pullers, some 7,000 contacts are| 
made every day. ‘This winning 
of the Pullers 1s putting a very effec- 
tive weapon in the hands of the

‘The Improved Rickshaw 

AAs regards the “improved rickshaw” 
the attempt to introduce this in| 
September, 1934, failed entirely. Of} 
course the owners fought against It 
fand by poor construction and de 
liberate neglect have done their best 
to discredit it in the eyes of the 
public. At present there are 1,400 
new type rickshaws in use of ‘the 
pattern adopted in May, 1935, and 1 
Is expected that they will be added| 
fo at the rate of 1,500 a year. It Is 
apparently a slow ‘process. 

‘The Pollce continue ifelr campaign 
against “tramp” private rickshaws 
and this evil, while not altogether 
eliminated, 1s’ much less prevalent] 
than before, It may be that thls 
Jeampalgn has had something to do

IN SHANGHAL 


“Charlie Chan's” First Visit} 
to China 


“Charlie Chan” on Sunday arrived 
In Shanghal on his Grst visit to the 
Orient, Mr, Warner Oland revealed 
‘himself as a man who is “Intoxicated. 
with China," to use his own wor 
‘and, contrary to what many people 
probably belleve, he has not. come| 
to the For East merely for" prow 
fesslonal_ purposes, although perhops| 
he will during his stay here, pick up| 
many things which will be useful 
fo him in making flms in the future, 
He has come to China merely be- 
cause it has long been an ambition 
with him to visit the country, whose 
art and philosophy he has for many. 
years studied with the keenest and 
deepest interest, He wishes to know 
China as it is to-day, 

“I got up at 5.30 this morning," 
confided Mr, Oland, “as I was so] 
anxious to have a glimpse of Shang- 
hal. As we steamed slowly up river, 
I'surveyed the city, and the frst 
Impression I got was of its beauty,’ 
‘Mr. Oland spent his arst_ day ia 
‘Shanghai visiting various interesting 
spots, and accompanied by his wife, 
attended a Buddhist ceremony at the 
Lunghwa Pagoda. This evidently 
‘was what Interested and intrigued 
‘Mr. Oland the most, "I found. It} 
deeply impressive,” he sald, “and 
was really delighted at the opport- 
unity of being present on such an, 
occasion.” 











Latest Plotures 

One of Mr. Oland’s latest pletures: 
is *Charlle Chan in Shanghai,” which 

to be shown here about the middle 
Jof next month. It had heen hoped 
that Mr. Oland would ‘be able to be 
present ‘at the first showing of the 
picture in Shanghai, but unfortunate- 
iy this will not be possible, He 
has made two pictures since “Charlie 
Chan in Shanghai” all the back- 
[ground for which, incidentally, le 
authentically filmed out here—one 
jealled “Charlie Chan's Cireus;” and 
janother “Charlie Chan's Secret,” 
}which was shown locally some time 
‘ago. “Charlie Chan in Shanghai” 
‘was banned in Hongkong, because of 
the epidemic of armed robberies in 
the colony. 

‘Mrs, Oland revealed the interesting 
fact that her husband does not use 
‘any make-up for his part as Charlie 
‘Chan, except for a slight ponellling of 
the eyebrows. Mr. Oland has played | 
the villain In many Alms, such as the 
“Dr. Fu. Manchu” series, but as 
‘Charlie Chan he is always represented 
as the hero. Br. Oland did not com- 
‘mit himself when asked which of the 
two he preferred to play. “I would 
Just like to stay here in Shanghai,” he 
‘sald. ‘He broke for a moment into 
the familiar style of speaking which 
hhe uses for his Charlle Chan charac 
‘terizations whon asked why he had 
‘come to China, “Visit graves honour- 
‘able ancestors," he answered slowly.

Christianity Dynamic Enough 
to Put 4 ht 


‘The power of Christianity to meet 
the needs of a world suffering trom 
the after effects of a devastating war 
was emphasized by Dr. George W. 
‘Truitt, of Dallas, Texas, in a sermon in 
|Community Church, on Sunday morn 
ing. Dr, ‘Truitt sald that, in recent 
years, the world had been shaken to 
the foundations, and they were still 
in the aftermath of the direst war 
jever known, Stupendous changes hn 
followed in the wake of that Wai 
economle changes, political and 
educational changes, and moral and 
religious changes had come to pass, 
and reconstruction was (aking place 
ail over the world. Misunderstand- 
ings both national and internationat 
were common, und nations were 
suffering from overwrought nerves in 
a higher-powered world, AN these 
events combined to press upon them 
the question:—"Itave we Christians a 
Kospel dynamic enough to meot the 
world situation as it is to-day?” The 
answer was that they did have a 
gospel powerful enough to meet the 
world situation os they felt and knew 
i at present, 

‘They knew the world and its shame, 
but they also knew a nome that would 
set the world on fire. ‘There was no 
other name on earth whereby they 
could be saved. - But how should they 
know that Christ was thelr God? The 
answer was In His own person, in His 
Gospel, and in human. experience, 
‘The task accomplished by Christ wat 
too stupendous for human nature to 
accomplish, but He was the God Man, 
This meant distinction, ond yet unity. 
Me was as much a mah as if He were 
not God, and yet as much God as if 
He were not man. ‘ 
From whatever new point they 
desired to approach Christ, His 
superhuman character stood oltt, As 
they looked at His words, they were 
as fresh as if He hod sald them to-day, 
‘They were creative, and in all His 
Words Christ assumed an absolutely 
distinctive alr, Put in anyone 
mouth, these words would seem 
entirely out of place. If they were 
put on the lips of,” say, Abraham 
Lincoln, it would ‘appear that a 
‘sacrilege had been committed, Christ 
‘affirmed His own" omnipotence, and 
declared that He Was the only Saviour 
‘of mankind, “He would later be the 
Judge of manldnd. “If Christ hed bean 
anything but what He claimed to be, 
these words would have formed the 
hhelght of presumption and sacrilege, 

‘There was another universal ques- 
lon, that of the continuution of life 
after death, and of whether life were 
nothing more than a blind alley, 
Famous Greek philosophers were n+ 
certain in the fneo of death, but 
Christ was absolutely certain in Hie 
statements about the life after death, 
Ho further affirmed that, 1 people did 
not belleve Him os a result of His 
words, they were to belleve Him as 
the result of His works, 

‘A famoue wetter, continued Dr, 
‘Truitt, hd sald that the three years 
of Chirltts ministry had done more 
fo soften and regenerate mankind 








than all the philosophers and all the 
moralists since the beginning of the 


world. If they looked for the 
humblest, the wisest, the most loving 
man in the world’s history, they 
would find him in Christ. His works, 
His words, and Tis choracter all 
faltested itis divine purpose. His. 
gospel was self-attested. Tt was enay 
fo understand how certain gospé 
had obtained a following, playing 
down as they did to the weaknasses of 
mankind, but Christ had definitely sald 
that there was no room for those 
Who refused to repent. Christ was 
the answer everywhere to his own 
great challenge, He was transform- 
Ing individuals, and he was tra 
forming the social order. 

‘The work might seem to go slowly, 
but Christianity eventually must con- 
quer the world. It was a predestined 
necessity. One intemper= 
anee, and even death would be done 
away with. If the loudest sceptic In 
the world would submit himselt 
humbly, he would be led out of the 
darkness, He himself had seen it 
proved In many instances.

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RETIREMENT OF MR. T. P. GIVENS 


Chief of S. M. Police Special Branch Completes 
Fascinating Shanghai Career 


‘With the retirement, on Friday, of 
‘Me, ‘T. P. Givens, Deputy Commis- 
sloner of the S.M. Police, came to 
4 close the Shanghal career of an 
oMcial whose activities have been 
intimately connecled with the poli- 
tical life of the Community for the 
last 21 years. So closely, os a mat 
ler of fact, has Mr. Givens. watched 
‘over the political situation here that 
In reading an account of his career 
one is actually reading a chapter of 
the history of Shanghal, with its 
wars and crises and wealth of im- 
portant events, 

Mr. Givens joined the Munfeipal 
Police on March 3, 1907. After pass- 
ing through the various grades he 
was promoted Assistant Commissioner 
In 1927 and Deputy Commissioner in 
1934, ‘For three ond a halt years he 
performed the ordinary police duties, 
and clerical work at the International 
Mixed Court, From his fourth 16 
hnis elghth year he had charge of the 
detectives in the Bubbling Well and 
West Hongkew pollce districts, From 
the end of his eighth year until the 
present he has been attached to the 
Special Branch, 

In the course of his career Mr. 
Givens has. undertaken the investi- 
gation of practically every subject of 
Government and police interest and 
hhas conducted court _ prosecutions 
against the perpetrators of almost 
‘every offence. on the criminal calen- 
dar, AS a regular routine he has 
rected Inquiries about happenings 
likely to endanger the peace and 
good order or economic welfare of 
the Settlement. During his time 
there were four serious wars in 
which ‘fighting extended to the bor= 
ders of. the Settlement, three general 
strikes, numerous serious public 
utility ‘and industrial strike, and riots 
and "demonstrations instigated by 
‘Communists. 


Selzea by Mob 

Tk was during the plague viots of 
1910, when he had charge of the de- 
tectives at Bubbling Well Station, 
that Mr. Givens nearly lost his Ife 
at the hands of a Chinese mob. At 
the ‘time It was believed by” the 
lower classes of Chinese that for- 
elgners were stealing children in 
order to use thelr eyes and hewrts 
for the manufacture of medicine for 
use in’ treating foreigners who fell 
vietims to the plague, which was 
then raging in Manchuria, 

‘Mr, Givens having liberated a 
Kddnapped child in Chapel, had the 
bad fortune to meet_a crowd of 
Chinese who were on the lookout 
for the foreigners who were supposed 
to be stealing children, Without 
ving Mr, Glvons any chance to ex- 
plain, the erowd, consisting of people 
Armed with long bamboos, | spades 
und garden tools, assaulted him, 
‘After suffering several wounds about 
the face and hend and abrasions on 
the body Mr, Givens was rescued by 
the Chapel Police, On finding that 
ho was still alive; a large excited 
crowd assembled outside the Police 
Station ond demanded that he be 
handed over to them tobe lynched. 
‘The staff of the Station, however, 
managed to keep the crowd back 
until Felnforcemonts arrived In the 
‘shape of mounted troops and infan- 
try. Mr. Givens was finally escort 
ed ‘back to the Settlement by detec- 
‘tWvos—polic, infantry and cavalry 
making an escort’ which ran into 
Wundreds of ‘men, He was at first 
taken to Sinza Poilee Station, where 
he ‘recelved first ald from Dr. J. E, 
‘Murray, and later sent to the “Vie- 
torla Nursing Home, where he was 
compelled to remain for three weeks, 


Towards the end of 1915 Mr. 
Givens was transferred to the Police 
Intelligence Ome and in 1917 ho 
‘was given charge of that office, Antl- 
Japanese student demonstrations took 
‘place in 1910, resulting In several 
fatalities, and about 1021, Commun- 
Ist activities began to assume serious 
proportions. 

‘The Provincial war between Che- 
Klang and Kinngsu started in 1924, 
‘The Nghting lasted from the summer 
‘of that year until the spring of the 
following year, ‘The province of 
Chekiang was defended by General 
Lu Yung-hslang of tho Anfu Party, 
who also had control of the Shang- 
hat district In Klangsu. He had as 
enemies General Sun Chuan-fang, 
who held Fukien, ‘and General Chi 
Shih-yuen, whose troops occupled all 
Klangsu outside the Shanghai dis 
felet, As a result of serles of forced 
marches first” through Fukien and 
then down the valley of the Chien- 
tang River through Chekiang, Gen- 
eral Sun and his forces arrived in 
the outskirts of the Shanghal district 
early in October, 1924. 

‘About tle 10th’ of that month Mr. 
Givens accompanied by another for- 
elgner and a Chinese detective named 
Za Sz-sing went by motor car to 
‘Minghong to find out how the situa- 
tlon stood, They were armed with 
passes Issuied by the Shanghal Mil- 























jitery Authorities under Lu Yung- 
hhsiang. On arrival at ‘Minghong 
they saw no signs of military ac- 
tivity apart from a few. big guns 
resting on lorries and small parties 
of soldiers digging trenches, They 
then decided to proceed west through 
the country towards Sungkiang to 
see if they could getreliable Inform- 
‘ation about the location and_plans| 
‘of General Sun's Fuklen troops, 
‘After they had walked for. about 
four hours they were surprised when 
soldiers who had taken cover in 
Pampas grass on grave mounds 
sprang up and made them prisoners. 
Mela Two Hours 

After the had been held as pris- 
oners over two hours they succeed- 
ed in convincing their captors that| 
they were not actuated by hostile 
intentions and were released. The 
return Journey to Minghong then 
began. On the way they called at} 
@ farm house which was flying the

up by two sons ‘of the house who.

The 
Aight for the Shanghal district arid 
Chekiang which had fallen to the 
Chili party was consequently re- 
peated. “As Sun Chuan-fang and Chi 

Hsieh-yuen were strangers to Shang- 
hal and averse to giving away any 
information about what was happen- 
ng, Mr. Givens was. dispatched to 
Nanking to see what he could learn 
there. After about two weeks 
Fenglten party overeame the Chibll 
Party's resistance and occupied 
Shanghal, Mr. Givens came through 
‘on the first train which brought 
civilians. ‘The journey from Nanking 
took almost 48 hours. It was perish- 
Jing cold and the train was unheated 
30 they were glad to reach Shanghal, 
‘Among the first Manchurian soldiers 
they saw on arriving were the men 
of the “White” Russian armoured 
train detachment, 

Later in 1925 Mr. Givens had a 
busy time dealing with intelligence 
‘about the demonstrations, unrest 
and rioting which followed the May 
30 Ineldent on Nanking Road and 
the preparation of reports and state- 
ments for the delegation from the 
Diplomatic Body from Peking and 
‘subsequently the International Court 
of British, American and Japanese 
Judges who made investigations re- 
garding the incident with a view to 
fixing ‘the responsibility. 

‘Towards the end of 1926 the local 
Communist agitators conducted a 
campaign against militarism. ‘They 
carried on intensive propaganda and 
started guerilla fighting with the 
object of ousting the regular ofcials: 
from office. By the guerilla tacties| 
the Reds succeeded in derailing two 
trains, but failed in an armed attack 
which they made upon: members ‘of 

‘Woosung-Shanghal Constabulary, 

Waen the Nationalist Forces were 
oearing Shanghai early in 1927 the 
local Reds succeeded in raising a 
military body of about 5,000 persons. 
which was called “The Workers’ 
Supervisory Corps.” This corps eap- 
tured all the police stations in Chapel. 
immediately prior to the arrival of 
the Nationalist Forces. “About _ this! 
Hime large numbers of British. Ame: 
Figat, and Japanese troops had co 
lo Shoughal. The members of the 
Workers Supervisory Corps opened

First to Greet Gen. Chiang 

When the Natiotialist Forces arrived 
in Shanghai in March 1927, Mr. 
Givens was the first oficial of the 
Seltlement to welcome Gen, Chiang’ 
Kat-shok. He was accompanied by 
‘Mr, Tan Shao-liang, the police liaison 
omlicer. 

‘About the time these events took 
place a defmite break took placa 
between Gen. Chiang and his fol- 
lowers in the Nationalist movement 
‘and the section of the party at Han- 
kow which still remained friendly 
with “Borodin. In the meantime 
Communist representatives of various| 
countries had held a conference in 
Hankow and set up a new organiza 
tion called the Pan  Pacife Trade 
Union Secretariat. ‘The proceedings! 
‘at this convention left Jittle room 
for doubt that the new organization 
‘aimed at upsetting the social system 
of the various countries of the Far 
East and replacing it by elther Marx-| 
ism or a species of that cult modified 
to sult local conditions. Agents were 
sent to Shanghal to help to give| 
effects to the aims of the Pan 
Pacife ‘Trade Union Secretariat 
‘These consisted at first entirely of 
People who enjoyed extraterritorial 
protection, and the Police had to be 
content to keep them under observa- 

jon and endeavour to learn some 
thing of their general activities. The 
status they enjoyed, however, rend- 
ered a search of thelr premises im- 
possible and the details of the real 
nature and extent of thelr activities 
could not be discovered. 

For some unknown reason probably 
not altogether unconnected with na- 
tlonal Interests which were involved 
concurrently with those of the IIT 
International the precaution of being’ 
extraterritorially protected agents: 
was later disregarded and men sub- 
ject to the Chinese Courts were sent 
fo Shanghai and given the most! 
important positions in the work. 
Although these had several assistants 
enjoying extraterritorial protection

NEW LOAN POLICY |THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT CENTRAL MINT 


OF CHEKIANG 


Hangchow Bankers’ Protest 
to Government | 


‘The proposed measure of the Che- 
kiang Provincial Government to 
prolong the period of redemption of 
lis loans and reduce the interest 
thereon will be carried out, it is 
believed by several Chinese Gankers 
here. It is understood that a protest 
‘against the measure has been sent by 
the Hangchow Bankers Association 
and the Hangchow Native Bankers 
Association to Nanking, urging the 
Government to maintain confidence in 
the bonds. Several Chinese forelg- 
style banks with branches in Hang- 
‘chow are also members of the Hang- 
chow Bankers Association. 

It Is reported that there are still 
seven kinds of bonds to be redeemed 
by the Provinelal Government, and 
‘about 90 per cent. of the securities for 
the  $11,253,705.58 loans extended by 
bankers in the province and in Sbang- 
hal are provincial bonds. The seven 
kinds of bonds are: Old Debts Re- 
‘demption Lon, Public Highway Loan, 
Construction Loan, Famine Relief 
Loan, Old Debts Rehabilitation Loan, 
Provineial Currency Bonds and 
District Loan.

Established Firmly When 
Replaced 


“China is the second largest silver- 
using country in the world. The 
existence of silver as a medium of| 
Payment in China dates back nearly 
5,000 years, but it was nol used in 
coins ‘until’ comparatively recently.” 
‘These two sentences, which open a 
Fecently published pamphlet," “The | 
National “Government Central ‘Mint 
‘and a Brief Review of its Operations,” 
show the strong relationship of silver 
to China since carliest days. It 
interesting to note that practically all 
silver now in circulation in Chinn has 
been imported from abroad in. tho 
form of bars, which were turned into. 
syece and then Into coin, for China 
hhad, until the spring of 1933, two. 
currencies, the tacl and the dollar. 
With the establishment of the Central 
‘Mint, capable of turning out a stan- 
dard dollar, the tacl, the old form of 
‘currency, was abolished, 


China's First Mint 

‘The first mint in China was vstab- 
ished in Canton, in 1887, on the 
initiative of Viceroy Chang Chi-tung, 
‘who petitioned the Emperor to cane’ 
tion the coinage of Chinese dollars, 
but it was not until three years Jater 
the first dollars minted by the new 
plant appeared on the market. Like 
tg predecessor, the Central Mint was 
slow to start,’ The first seeds wore 
sown fourteen years ago, when the 
[banking community of Shanghai pro- 
posed to establish a Shanghal mint. 
When the petition was approved, 
contract was signed by the Chinese 
banking syndicate on’ the one part, 
the Minister of Finance. and "tho, 
Director of the Currency Bureau on 
the other, for a loan of $2,500,000 for 
the purpose of acquiring land, build- 
ings, machinery, and equipment for 
the ‘new central mint. 

‘The year 1928 saw the completion 
of the buildings, but, although the 
bulk of machinery had arrived, in- 
suMlcient funds prevented ts installa 
tion. ‘Then came a lull and it was 
not ‘until 1927 that the project was 
revived. ‘That came with the estab- 
lishment of the Nanking Government| 
in 1927, but the scheme still was kept | 
‘marking time anti July, 1982, when 
the Minister of Finance appointed an 
honorary committee whose task was 
to advise as to procedure in connec- 
ton with the abolition of 
the sycee tael and the introduction of 
a new standmd silver dollar as the 
only currency unit for China, On the 
recommendation of this committee, the 
Government, in the spring of 1033, 
finally suceceded in the abolition of 
the tael, and established tho dolinr as 
the standard currency. 


‘Tests Made of the Dollar 

‘The trouble taken to onsure that 
the new dollars are’ of standard, 
weight is shown in the following lines, 
taken from the pamphlet:— 

“In tho latter part of 1993, an ad- 
visory committee with Dr. H. H. Kung, 
the Minister of Financo, as chairman, 
was organized for supervising the 
coinage and general affairs of tho 
Central Mint. It is authorized to 
appoint, on the recommendation cf its 
chairman, an expert assayer whose 
task is to ascertain the wolght ond 
fineness of the new coin which should 
‘be in conformity with tho legal ro 
quirements. So before the colns and 
bars are released to the markol, they

member of the Advisory Committoa 
selects at random a bar ora dollar 
ut of every case in the day's output, 
and assays and weighs in his own 
Ioberatory. Should there bo. colns 
{falling to conform to the legal stan- 
dards the entire lot of coins. is 
rejected and returned to the meller 
for remelting. But, if it passes the 
test, a cortifeate of approval is Iscuod 
‘and’ pasted on. the respective exses 
‘und sealed with tho seals of the 
Advisory Committee, So far not a 
‘ingle ease or bar has been found un- 
satisfactory. 

“wo reports from the Bombay 
Mint, based on assays made in August, 
1934, iMlustrate how close to perfection 
fare ‘the new standard silver dollars. 
One, on fifteen sample dollars taker 
‘at random, showed a silver content 
of 88.08 per cent, and a gross welght 
of 6,180 grains, ‘making. the dollars 
880.8 fine and exactly 412 grains In 
weight. A second, on ten. samples, 
Feported 88.04 per ‘cent, silver and a 
‘welght of 4,125 grains, giving a dellar 
880.4 fine and welghing 412.5 graln: 


Sliver Shortage 

‘The crisis brought ubout by tho 
silver shortage, and the future are 
summed up as follows:— 

“When, in February, 1985, Mr. Jian 
H, Chen’ took up the’ directorship of 
the mint, China was just suffering 
from shortage of silver. Because of 
the Influence of tho silver purehutsing. 
polley of the American Government 
Inaugurated in June, 1014, great harm 
hhas been caused to China’ through the 
depletion of silver stock. This polley 
raised the price of silver abrond to 
such an extent that Shanghai sliver 
in response to high price found Its 
way to foreign countries in enormous 
quantities. The outflow of silver since 
August, 1934, was unprecedented, 
‘Thoth it was somowhat checked by 
the imposition of an export tax and 
the equalization charge on October 18, 
1034, silver exports during. th 
1934 amounted to dollars 250/041, 
ot. ‘The loss of so much silver grent- 
ly affected the operation of the mint. 
‘The stocks of sycet 
the beginning of Director Chen’ 
ministration was only enough for 2 
months’ operation according to the 
rate of output at nearly $8,000,000 
monthly at that time. ‘To maintain 
the mint as a going concern, silver Jn 
forms other than sycee had to be 
resorted to, so mint burs and old 
coins were ordered by Director Chen 
to be turned in for recolnage. 

“In the meantime, Dr, H, H. Kung, 
Minister of Finaned, has been plan- 
ning with untiring efforts to effect a 
complete monetary reform by Issuance 
of new standard subsidiary coins, 
silver, nickel, and copper, and Diree- 
tor Chen has been working indefatig- 
ably" on this most complicated prob- 
Jem, the solution of which is the only 
foundation upon which China's pro- 
sperity can be firmly laid. ‘The aboll- 
tion of the tael has already won 
nation-wide praise and a further stop 
to replace tho intricate subsidiary 
coins and coppers with standard coln- 
age will crown the earlier achievo- 
ments with completo success, ‘The 
mint is equipped and ready to turn 
‘out subsidiary coins whenever the 
‘Ministry of Finance instructs the mint

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REDUCED TAX ON 
COAL URGED 


Mine Association’s Petition 
to Nanking 


Nanking, Mar. 21. 

Reduction of the mining tax .and 
stabilization of the market ‘price of 
coal are urged by the National Min-| 
ing Association in a petition to the 
Ministry of Industry. 

Pointing out that the mining indus- 
try, especially the coal business, ix 
‘suffering from acute depression, 
largely due to the dumping of foreign 
products, the petition slates. that -in 
order to, revive the native industry, 
(ie ourden of the merchants must 
be alleviated by reduction of the 
Mining ‘Tax and. stabilization of the 
market price of coal, 

Recalling a communication from the 
Ministry of Finance, which stated 
that the Mining Tox of 5 per cent, 
‘ad valorem imposed on. coal 1s 
‘within ‘the provisions of the Mining 
‘Law the petition points out that 8 
er cent. is mot expressly stipulated 
Jn the law, but is arbitrarily fixed by 
the Finance Ministry. 

It is therefore requested that we 
Ministry of Finance be urged to re 
duce the rate toa minimum of 2 
er cent, “ad valorem as. stipulated 
in Art, 93 of the Mining Law, 

With regard to the market price 
of coal, It is requested that the price 
should’ be fixed on the basis of the 
average price of each class of coal 
sold on the market nearest te mine. 
‘This price should be taken as the 
norm, in secordance with which the 
market ‘price should be stabilized.—

ETHICS 


Chinese Protest Against 
Unfair Advertising 


Nanking, Mar. 18. 

In order to improve commercial 
ethics in Shsinghal, a movement main- 
ly dhected against the adoption of| 
deceitful methods by merchants. for 
Promoting sales has been _started| 
lunder the auspices of the Shanghai 
Clty Chamber of Commerce, 

In a circular message, the Chamber 
strongly depreeates the various irre 
‘gular and improper: methods of d- 
vertising employed by some merch 
ants, such as the sale of silk at the 
‘nominal price of one cent a foot. The| 
Chinese ‘merchant has always’ been 
noled for his honesty and fairness 
not only to his customers, but also| 
to those of his own trade, the mes- 
sage points out. The reprehensible 
methods employed nowadays, how 
ever, have led to keen and’ unfair 
‘competition, with the result that the’ 
[business depression, already wide- 
spread, has been aggravated. ‘Such 
‘methods also are uniair to the public, 
as they seek to hoodwink customers 
by the bait of incredibly low prices. 
In order to accelerate the return of 
Dusiness prosperity, the message 
jurges, merchants should return 10 
the observance of the traditional code 
‘of commercial ethics. 

Ina pelition to the Ministry of 
Industry, ‘the Chainber “urges. that| 
‘measures be adopted to prevent unfalr 
competition among merchants in 
Shanghai. An order for the prohibl- 
on of unfair competition, the peti- 
tion recalls was issued some time ago 
by. the Ministry to the Bureau of Social 
Aftairs of the Greater Shanghal Muni- 
cipal Government. However, owing 
to the complex international situation 
‘in Shanghai, this ordec has not been 
effectively enforced In the foreign 
Settlements. Moreover, the adoption 
‘of unfair methods of ‘competition 1s 
also prohibited by the regulations of 

‘arlous commercial associations and 
‘guilds. For the samo reason, how- 
‘ever, thelr application has been un- 
suceéraful in the foreign Seitiements, 

It is therefore recommetided that. 
ruling bo issued by the Ministry of 
Industry, instructing that henceforth

Duties of an Interpreter 

aL sina v. JAGR SINGH 

Before Judge P. Grant Jones 
“Have the natives of India no con 
ception of the meaning of the word 
feruth?’” asked Judge P. Grant Jones 
In the course of the hesting of a debt 
fase in HM, Supreme Court on 
Monday, Mar." 16." Lal. Singh, an 
aged moneylender and watchman, and 
Sogir Singh, watchman, were the two 
Darties to ‘the sult, in which the 
former alleged that Jagir Singh owed 
him $280 on a promissory note; the 
Jiefendant, however, sald that he only 
owed $23. 

“The hearing opened with the con 
iseation “of Lal Singh's stick, the 
Court Clerk pointing out that i was 
strictly against all’ regulations for 
fanyone to bring a stick Into court.

Mr, C. B, Lowe held a watch- 
ing "brie on behalf of interested 
parties, 


'No definite opinion of the cause of 
death was given “by the two 
doctors, who were called in to attend 
to Mr.'Skeflngton-Smyth on the day 
of his death, One, Dr. F. Meyerbach 
‘suggested that the deceased must 
have been unconscious for sometime 
before he died, Mrs, Sketington-Smyth 
sald that her husband was in the habit 
fof drinking quite a largo amount of 
aleohol. Once he took oplum, She 
knew because he had told her the 
following day when he was very ill. 
‘Mr. Le” Cremtlen asked. by the 
Coroner if the deceased ‘drank 
heavily, replied that he did but not 
9p the ight before his death, 
“Coroner: Did you know if ho was 
In the habit of taking narcotics?—Ho 
always did when he had to get up 
early. 

Mr. Lo Cremtien explained that 
the deceased was not in the habit of 
getting up early. It he had to he 
lured 0 go to bed early and tuke a 
sleeping draught to help him go to 
sleop. ‘Mrs. SkeMngton-Smyth, in her 
evidence, said the same things. 

Coroner, to Mr, Le Cremtien: Did 
hhe occasionally take oplum—He took 
it once here in Shanghal, He took it 
in pills, 

Do you know how much he took? 
No. 

‘What occasion was this?—About 
three or four days after we arrived 

How did he got hola of it? Were 
‘you present?—We asked some coolles 
Where it could be found, we had had 
‘an awful lot to drink, and we were 
taken (0 an awful plice........ 

‘What kind of pills were’ these?— 
Red. 

‘Mr, Le Cremtlen said that some 
four or five hours later Mr. Skemting- 
‘ton-Smyth had been very iil, He did 
not receive treatment. ‘To his know- 
edge the deceased had taken oplum 
‘once before and that was in London. 

Coroner: He did not try in Hong 
kong did he?—Well T do not know. 
Tdid not go out with him one night 
‘and he was very ill the next day. He 
‘went out alone and never sald a word 
‘about what he did. 

‘That the decoased complained when 
ascending heights was also mentioned 
by Mr. Le Cremtien, in answer to a 
question put by the Coroner whether 
the deceased had complained of his 
heart recently. Mr. Skeflngton- 
‘Smyth, ho sald, always sald he could 
not go up high, could not do much 
exercise, could not walk very far, In 
the mountains of Austria and Switzer= 
Tand he used to feel tired and could 
not breathe, “Estill think tt was 
something to do with his health more 
than anything else because he always 
veacted that way,” Mr, Le Cremtien 
added, 

|. Medical Evidence 

Dr. Fritz Meyerbach, who was the 
frst doctor to altend fo Mr. Skeming- 
ton-Smyth, sald that he’ thought 
death occurred between 11am. and 
1pm. on March 9. He did every- 
thing he could to revive the deceased 
even though he thought the task 
hopeless right from the start. Then 
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he had summoned Dr, Lange to obtain 
second opinion. 

Dr. Meyerbach ‘sald “he noticed the 
‘eye pupils of the deceased were more 
than half distended. He mentioned 
that, he sald, beeause {f opium was 
taken the pupils were usually pin- 
pointed. 

‘Dr. H, Lange said that he did not 
notice anything to give an explana~ 
tion of death but the pupils of the 
eyes were not so far opened as one 
would expect of an ordinary dead 
person. It opium had been taken 
before ‘death, he sald, he would ex- 
pect the pupils to | open a little, 
though it depended on the quantity 
taken, 

Coroner: Having regard to your ex- 
perlenee of people who have taken 
‘opium or similar drugs what would 
you think, considering the condition 
of this deceased, would have caused 
hls death?—It is impossible to say. 

Dr, Lange explained that it was 
impossible to say because | only one 
symptom hinted at opium. There was 
nothing else to show it. 

‘The Coroner sald he would not ask 
the question in that case. 

Dr. Meyerbach sald that he noticed 
fa darkish spot on the wall of the 
deceased's room which looked as if it 
might be due to grease, He thought 
it might have beon caused by the 
deceased putting his head against the 
wall, About six or elght 
away were some lighter spots which 
he thought were caused by the 
condensation of the deceased's breath 
breathing heavily against one part 
of the wall "for some considerable 

ime. 

Dr, Meyerbach: My suggestion is 











that ‘he was unconscious for some 
time, 
‘The post-mortem —_ examinatfon 


indleated that he was in a state of 
coma for some hours, the Coroner 
‘mentioned. 


Widow's Evidence 


Earller in the morning, Mrs, 
‘Skeflington-Smyth gave evidence of 
finding hee husband in bed. She did 
not notice anything peculiar at frst 
but later she noticed his face was a 
strange colour, She called Mr.. Le 
Cremtlen, who rang for Dr, Meyer- 
bach. ‘The previous night, she sald, 
they had both been to a cocl 
party. ‘Later they dined at a frien 
house, and afterwards went to 
night elub—the Cathay Towe 

She did not notice that her husband 
drank heavily’ that night. She had 
gone home first, Her husband took 
her. He ‘himself roturned to the 
Tower later. Tt was quite usual for 
her husband to keep late hours, she 
‘Coroner: Can you say what was his 
usual consumption?

‘Thursday afternoon when the Coroner 
heard further evidence before 
adjourning the inquest until 10 a.m,

“E ‘knew’ Mr. Skeington-Smyth 
about a week before he died,” Mr. 
Wendt told the Coroner. ' “Mr. 
‘keffington-Smyth” he continued, 
same to my room shortly after 3 
am, on the early morning of March 
9; He asked me to go out with him. 
Tdid not want to go as T was already 
in bed. Ho said he was feeling lonely 
and wanted me to go out with him. 
So I Mnally-agreed, I left .with him 
about 330 am. In a taxi waiting 
downstairs.” 

‘The deceased was in a very chang~ 
ing mood the witness sald. “At one 
moment he sald he was lonely, at the 
next ho was joking. “I think he had 
been drinking.” he added. From the 
Paramount ‘they took the tax! to 
North" Szechuon Road.

An Involved Land Transaction 
A. Mo MATHERLY v, US. CHURCH A1ISSI0N 
Before Judge Milton J. Hetmick 
“In other words, they had the 
‘credit, but you didn’t have the cash,” 
said “one of the counsel for the 
plaintift in a complicated hearing of 
8 case before Judge Milton J. Hel- 
mick, In the U.S. Court for China, 
on ‘Thursday, Mr. A, H. Hatherly, a 
British real estaie broker, sued the 
‘American Church Mission for $127,- 
000, ‘being the balance owing on the 
sale of a plot of land in Hart Road. 
In the course of the hearing, it 
transpired that negotiations for the 
sale of the land were conducted be- 
tween Mr. Hatherly and the Asia 





certificates, actually paid for the| 
land in full, but the Asta Realty Co. 
were not able to pay Mr. “Hatherly, 
owing to lack of suMecient funds in 
hand. 

Plaintiff was represented by Messrs. 
¥. J, Schubl and J. B. Davies, and the 
defence by Messrs. C. S. Franklin and 
'W. C. Watson, 

‘Mr. Davies ‘sald the controversy 
was over a piece of land in. Hart, 
Road, near Singapore Road, known 
‘as B.C, Lot 12498, In November, 
1934, his client earned that St. 
Luke's Hospital, which was owned 
by the American Church Mission, was 
‘desirous of purchasing land in’ that| 
vicinity. After several interviews 
with members of the hospital board, 
ho was approached by Mr. J. Potter, 
‘of the Asia Realty, who reminded him 
that be had placed the disposal of 
this plot of land in his hands some 
ve or six months before. 


Funds Tied Up 
He suggested that they work to- 
gether, and accordingly the Asia 
Realty took over negotiations on the 
mission's behalf. “It was finally ar- 
ranged to sell the Jand for an amount 
Jeguivalent to $234,905.03, and $70,000 
in the form of a cheque issued by 
the mission to the really company. 
and endorsed to Mr. Hatherly, was 
paid as bargain money. ‘The balance 
‘was to have been paid by the end of 
April, 1935, a number of payments 
were, in fact, made, but a balance of 
$127,000 was’ still ‘outstanding. The 
present sult was filed when the Asia 
Realty sald that they were unable 
fo pay, as the mission's funds wero 
ted up. 

‘The defence was in the form of a 
general denial, concluded Mr. Davies, 
Dut he thought the sole bone of con: 
tention "was whether or not a con- 
tract existed between the two par 
ties in the present sult. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Hatherly said 
the agreement between himself and 
Mr. Potter was “a gentleman's agree- 
ment” on thelr Joint account. In the| 
‘course of the lengthy negotiations, he| 
was introduced to Mr. M. P. Walicer, 
treasurer of the mission, and finally 
it was decided that the’ land, con 
sisting of some 84 mow, would be 
disposed of for Tis.

Gen. von Ribbentrop enlarged this 
point ‘concerning the naming of 
‘aggressor and the German allegation 
regarding its itlegatity,

‘This reservation, both In law and 
fact, was’ invalid, ‘asserted Gen. von 
Ribbentrop, because It was impossible 
for France to foresee the attitude of 
the guarantor Powers. 


Germany's Fears Emphasize 


‘The Reich delegate emphasized the 
Gorman fear of the  Franco-Soviet 
pact when he declared that it was 
small eomfort for a statr to receive 
Hig rights In subsequent sanctions 
against an aggressor named by the 
League when It had already beer 
attacked by an overwhelming military 
coalition. 

"For what sanction," he soked, 
‘could it so gigantic a coalition 
which reached from east Asia to the 
Channel? ‘These two states are 20 
mighty, s0 decisive members and, in 
particular, so militarily strong ‘ne~ 
{ors of the League of Nations that, 
from practical considerations, sane 
tlons against them would be unthink- 
able. : 
Gen. von Ribbentrop then asked

Accusation Rejected 


When France ratified the Franco.

Desire for Peace 


“SUll less," he added, “could the 
German Government promise itself 
‘sucess in attempting to clear up the 
matter by negotiations with the 
signatory Powers—I state that hero 
with sincere regret.”

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JOHNSTOWN FLOOD 
By Burau 

Jn the seale of human suffering 
and calamity China ranks probably 
first, Year after year floods and 
famines occur“ with a frequency 
which tends to harden public at 
titude ‘towards them and reduces 
them to most ordinary events in 
general estimation although there 
{s no diminution in the sympathy 
felt and expressed in efforts to 
relleve the sufferers and find means 
of averting future calamities in 
spite of the terrible handicaps of 
poverty and slender government 
finances. ‘Therefore, although com- 
parisons in loss of life and areas of 
distress are greatly In contrast, the 
flood in the eastern part of’ the 
United States and especially involv 
ing the town of Johnstown, Penn- 
sylvania, should be regarded as a 
dire catastrophe for, In some 
respects, It is a repetition of what 
was then considered the worst flood 
disaster in the country—the Johns- 
town flood of 1889, an event which 
staggered imagination at the time 
and which Is still quoted with dis- 
may and hushed awe as one of the 
greatest calamities ever to over 
come that developing and prosperous 
section of the United States. 

In view of the extent of the 
present disaster and the price 
humanity has to pay for ils 
existence a brief narration of the 
disaster is worth recapitulating. Ac- 
cording to an account based on con- 
temporary reports of what happened 
in 1880 in a district where already 
there were several flourishing and 
populous mining and manufacturing 
towns: 

Situated 85 miles of Pittsburgh, 
Johnstown was In certain respects: 
‘one of the most remarkable towns 
Jn the whole of the United States. 
‘At was here that Daniel J, Morrell 
had cstablished the New World's 
Inrgest Bessemer steel manufactory, 
‘the Cambria Iron Company, where 
many of the important inventions 
which later revolutionized the ron 
and steel industries were first 
tested, and whose works stretched 
for a’ mile and a half along the 
‘ordinarily dry bed of the Cone- 
maugh River valley—in themselves 
@ regular town of blast furnaces, 
‘steo! mills and rolling mills, From 
1,900 In 1052, the population had 
wisen now {0'30,000, fully 20,000 of 
‘whem were either ‘directly or In- 
directly dependent on the Cambria 
concern, which employed nearly 
8,000 men and boys, ‘The com- 
munity, a highly mixed ono in 
Which “people of German, Irish, 
‘Welsh and English | blood pr 
dominated, was probably tho most 
prosperous and contented in 
‘America, Johnstown enjoyed the 
reputation of being a model resi- 
dentin! place, ‘The Cambria Com- 
pany had erected nearly 800 tene- 
ment houses, which, though con- 
structed of ‘wood, were all built 
fon tasttul modern designs, nicely 
finished and furnished and  pro- 
vided with bathrooms and gas light- 
ing. ‘These they tented to their 
employees below ordinary rates, and 
they “supplied, besides, a public 
Moros a gelentine institute and a 
hospital. 


























Such was Johnstown the centre 
of an important district including 
many other towns of industrial im- 
portance. At South Fork, a town 
of 2,000 at the confluence of Stoney 
Creek and the Conemaugh, was a 
Jarge reservoir, the largest at that 
time in the United States, con- 
structed originally as a feeder for 
the Pennsylvania Canal and form: 
ing a lake about four square miles 
in extent, ‘Trouble started early in 
1889 when a rainstorm from 
Colorado passed eastwards and at the 
end of May Atlantic gales resulted 
in heavy rainfalls and floods oc- 
curred in three states, including 
Pennsylvania, doing — tremendous 
damage, destroying crops and con- 
verting streams Into raging torrents. 
Nemesis took a hand on May 31 
when the South Fork dam was 
found to be weakening. AtS pm. the 
calamity oceurred. The swollen lake 
burst, causing a 200-fect gap and 
the imprisoned waters rushed down 
the valley at a phenomenal speed, 
carrying everything before them. 
Village after village fell beforethe 
rush of the waters, So rapid was 
‘fle inundation and'so powerful the 
effects. that telegraphic enquiries 
from. Johnstown to South. Fork 
received no response although sent 





within a brief time of the frst in- 
‘timation of the hapsenings. 


‘The rise of rivers in China and 
the rapidity of inundations when 
dykes collapse find little parallel in 
the events in the Pennsylvania 
district. One eye-witness stated: 

When the dam broke the water 
seemed to leap, scarcely touching 
the ground, and bounding down the 
valley, Ils front was like a sotid 
wall, twenty feet high, crashing, 
roaring and carrying everything be- 
fore It, The torrent in front looked 
dusty; that must have been spray. 
‘The houses went down before It, 
foltered for a moment and then 
rose, crushing against one another 
ke" eggshells. “It flowed 18 miles 
to. Johnstown, through narrow. 
crooked valleys, in less than one 
hour. The Conemaugh, which was 
already flooded, rose "96 feet in 
five minutes. 

Such was the force of this vast 
body of water which swept its way 
down the valley, inundating towns 
and villages as ‘it went, drowning 
hundreds of people while other 
thousands sought refuge on higher 
levels and many were swept away. 
Among them was Mrs. Ogle, a 
martyr to her duly, for as tele- 
graphist trying to obtain news to 
warn others, she was drowned with 
her daughter just after she had 
succeeded in passing on the warn- 
{ng to another village. 








Worst results were to eventuate 
in stricken Johnstown. A. stout 
stone bridge crossed the river carry- 
ing the Pennsylvania Railway track. 
‘As the flood waters rushed slong 
they carried a confused tangle of 
debris, trees, fences, house walls 
‘and wreckage along and this mass 
piled high against the bridge, chok- 
ing up the course of the stream, 
forming a temporary dam and 
forcing the waters to spread over a 
much wider area, Debris piled 
forty feet high and many hundreds 
were trapped in the accumulated 
rubbish. A wave 30-feet high 
sprawled its devastating length 
around the town while the thunder 
of the advancing waters went well 
ahead, demolishing wooden houses 
in its path, Seventy-five people 
were drowned when a three-storey 
hotel “collapsed, Cambria City, 
Marrollville and Sheridan, ai 
cording to contemporary accounts, 
suffered a like fate, Half a dozen 
other thriving places were in- 
undated. 











Acts of heroism, unsung and un- 
recorded among the valley people 
resulted in many hapless people be- 
ing saved. ‘The railway company 
were quick to realize the situation 
and with a flash of genius which 
had tremendous effect they acted. 
To support the bridge structure 
which threatened to collapse with 
worse results they placed on all 
their available rolling stock, adding 
more than 1,000 tons to the weight 
of the bridge and adding a powerful 
buttress to withstand the strain of 
the waters which was so strong that 
‘one locomotive was found later 14 
miles downstream when the flood 
domolished the locomotive sheds. 
A. blacker chapter followed for 
driftwood caught fre from some 
neighbouring foundry and flames 
involved the woodland lining the 
sides of the valley, spread to the 
accumulated debris at the bridge 
‘and many other people caught in 
the debris were burnt to death, 
powerless to escape from the fire 
which actually blazed long after the 
‘waters had begun to subside and the 
unfortunate residents of the district 
were able to take stock of the 
situation, 


An eye-witness described the 
scene after the disaster. He said: 
Walking up towards Johnstown 
not a house was left standing or 
plumb. “Hundreds “of them “were 
turned on their sides and come 
ceases thros or four stood one on top 
of the other. ‘Two miles below 
Johnstown stood half of the water- 
ot the Cambria Iron Com- 
any, w structure bullt of massive 
stone. “It was filled with planks 
from houses and a heap of wreckage 
was piled fifty fect in front, A 
little above could be seen what was 
left of the Cambria Ironworks, one 
of the finest plants in the world. 
Some of the walls were still stand- 
ing but not a vestige of the valuable 
machinery remained in sight.....

Shanghai has not been _unmindful 
Jot Its Chinese blind. One can always 
be sure of a sympathetic ear when 
the needs of the School for the Blind| 
are presented. 

But whether as a community we 
fare supporting this worthy institu: 
lon to the best of our sbility or not 
's another question. ‘There is scaree 
jan investment anywhere which can| 
yield such concrete and satistying 
Fesults. We pour money into flood 
rellef, and floods recur. We give to 
famine sufferers—another drought, 
Jerops fall and we have famine again 
fon our hands. As the Chinese say| 
“Mel-yu faz!" (There is no help| 
for i"), We will continue to give 
to flood ‘and famine relief until the: 
harnessing of waterways and con~ 
servation of resources make them a 
thing of the past. 

But in comparison, think of the 
satisfection of taking one blind led 
begging on the strests for coppers 
‘making possible his education in the 
‘School for the Blind, and seeing him 
later a self-respecting,  self-support-| 
jing citizen. Can you imagine better 
returns for the investment of $6 a) 
month? The School has a slogan, “It

‘Twenty-four years ago, Dr. Jobn| 
Fryer, at that time | Professor 
Emeritus of Oriental Languages in| 
the University of California, but for| 
nearly forty years previously In| 
educational work in China, founded| 
‘the Institution for the Chinese Blind. 
During his years of devotion to the 
[Chinese people (1860-1893), he had 
been deeply’ stirred by the’ helpless| 
Jand pitiable condition of the thous- 
‘ands of blind, AS soon as he was| 
able to do #0, after some years. in 
{the University of California, he gave 
the first site, Tis, 10,000 for suitable} 
buildings and an endowment for the 
running of the frst school for the: 
blind in this part of China, 

‘The school opened in November, 
1912, in temporary quarters on North 
Szechuen Road. Three years later| 
‘when the buildings were completed, 
Mt moved to 4 Edinburgh Road. At 
fone time, when the school had been’ 
‘In existence for seven years, and had, 
only 32 boys enrolled, it faced a finan. 
lal crisis and was in grave danger| 
‘ot being closed. The press of 
Shanghai presented the dificulties of 
the situation and the crisis was 
safely passed. 

‘When the ‘school had passed an- 
other “se:ven lean years,” it round- 
ed an important corner. ‘Through 
the generosity of the Founder, the| 
Institution for the Chinese Blind| 
became the proud possessor of a. 
Cooper Stereotyping Machine for 
printing books, pamblets and other; 
Merature in the Braille system of 
raised dots, so well know throughout | 
the elvilized world. The gift opened| 
up new horizons and offered un- 
limited possibilities for slaking the| 
thirst of the blind students who had| 
been painstakingly learning to read 
in Braille,

‘Tho navigation of the coast of China, 
from Hongkong to the mouth of the 
‘Yangtze 1s, at most seasons digicult 
and ‘perplexing, The frequent fogs 
‘and irregular tides and currents make 
It'very annoying to those who are 
strangers to the navigation when clas 
near the coast, Fortunately, however, 
vessels when neer land, are on azichor: 
Ing ground, and although they are 
somelimes obliged to bring. to, in 
situations exposed to winds from’ the 
fea It Is better to resort to the anchor 
than to drift blindly among groups of 
Islands and reef 

If the weather [s moderately clear, 
vessels nay be run from Island. to 
{sland, and thus navigate tho coast 
with safety and convenience, but the 
fous which prevall at certaln sousons 
seareely allow of this advantage, 
During the passages of the USS. 
‘Susquehonna and the U.S.S, Mississippi 
from Hongkong 1o Shanghai neither 
‘had o meridian observation of the sun. 

‘The entrance to the Yangtze which 
leads. to the commercial city of 
‘Shanghal, is obstructed on elther side 
by shoals, which make it dangerous 
for vessels not having pilots. On the 
north side 1s a shoal called the North 
Sand, extending about six leagues 
westward from the mainland and on 
the south side Is a parallel shoal called 
the South Sand, projecting nearly oi 
far from the shore on that side. 

"Tho outer extremities of these shoals 
are beyond sight of the mainland. 
‘The channel between the two shoals 
may be ootimated at about {wo miles 
in width, and there are no light 
Houses, boats, beacons oF buoys, to In- 
dicate to. strangers the entrance, A.

‘Monotonous Alluvial Flats 

Shanghal 1s bullt on the left bank 
of the river Whangpoa, a branch of 
the Yangtze, Near the mouth of the 
‘Whangpeo Is the village of Woosung, 
the station where the foreign mer- 
chants formerly established thelr re- 
ccelving ships, and the trading vessels 
thelr anchorage.

‘The domestic trade of the city has 
‘been immense for a long time, being 
carried on in all directions ‘with the| 
vast interior of China. A multltud~ 
inous population swarms in that part 
of the country which stretches back of 
Shanghal and the commercial "in- 
fercourse with the large cities of Nan- 
‘king and others with thelr mililons of 
Inhabitants and incesant trading 
activity, was constant, until interrupt 
ed by the Chinese rebellion. The trade 
of Shanghat has been stated to be as 
large as that or any port of the world, 
not excepting even Londor 

‘The immediate neighbourhood of 
Shanghal is highly cultivated, and 
fortlle fletds stretch in all directions as 
‘as the eye can reach, rich with 
thelr harvests of cotton, rice, wheat, 
barley, beans and potatoes. The 
markeis of the town are well supplied, 
‘and at reasonable prices, with beef, 
‘mutton, poultry, game, fish and vegel= 
ables of all varieties. 

‘Among the different kinds of gam 
pheasant, woodcock and snipe abvund, 
and of the fish, shad is commen dur 
Ing 1s season, of good size and favour 
ome, indeed, Iarger than are seen in 
the United States, though In taste in- 
forior to those caught in our rivers. 
Frult is searee and of inferior quality, 
fs the Chinese pay but litte atiention 
to its cultivation: some cheeries, how- 
ever, were tasted, which proved to be. 
tolerably good, and it wos sald that 
the peaches also were good. 

Beautiful Soochow Silk 

All the varloties of Chinese manu- 
factured articles ordinarily can be| 
obtained in Shanghai, and specially a 
‘silk of famous fabric woven at Soo- 
‘chow. a neighbouring elty. But the in- 
testinal disturbances prevailing, do- 
prived the Commodore of any but a 
heresay knowledge of many of these 
arlicles, which, however, are sald to| 
bbe obtained in pacife ‘times, ‘more | 
easily at Shanghal than at Canton. 

‘The population of the place was 
estimated at 280,000, and the Chinese | 
who compose it seemed to be of a 
botter class than those at Canton and 
Hongkong.
